“The Czecho-Slovak front in Rus- 
sin consists really of two fronts,” 
said a Czecho-Slovak expert who 
has reached Washington.

“There are 560,000 Rolshevik 
troops, consisting mainly of former 
German and Magyar prisoners of 
war, well armed and equipped and 
holding the Amur line from a point 
east of Irkutsk to the Usuri River 
between Nikolsk and Chabarovsk.

thy with him, Dist.-Atty. Charles M. 
Pickert, who is campaigning here to- 
day, gave out Mooney’s visiting list, 
carefully compiled from the jail rec- 
ords. The revelations also have a 
significance as to friends of Rolph, 
Bopp and Roche. Mr. Fickert's 
statement follows: 

Mooney is, undoubtedly, a syndi- 
calist, nihflist and I.W.W. anerchist, 
not in sympathy with or supported 
by the labor unions—and was 
charged with the organization of 
those whe think with him along 
these lines. In support of his 
dogma, he urged wholesale murder, 
assassination, arson, destruction cf 
Property, of the State and all pres- 
ent-day society, through sabotage, a 
form of “schrecklichkeit.” 

In proof of this, we have his I.W. 
W. card, his syndicalist card, his 
signed articles for publication in the 
radica] press, his letters and his oral 
speeches. He was reccgnized by this 
radical] element to such an extent 
that he was sent on extensive mis- 
sions of organization and propaganda 
throughout Europe, the United 
States, Canada and Mexico. It fs in- 
teresting io review the 700 visitors 
who called on Mocney during his 
imprisonment in the San Francisco 
jail in the two years following July 
22, 1916. The following are a few 
of his visitors: 

Robert Minor, ninety-two visits. A 
most prcnounced type of radical now 
in Russia and who recently left this 
country with passports. The inter- 
esting question which presents itself 
is, “Who is responsible for furnish- 
ing Robert Minor his passports to 
Russia?” He is now in Petrograd 
associated with Lenine and Trotsky.

BATTLE SUMMARY 


(Uadated RGES Two 
Marshal Foch has at last defi- 
nitely connected up the battles 
of the Aisne and the Somme. 
Announcement is made that, by 


a local attack, the plateau north 
of Autreches, about ten miles 
northwest of Soissons, has been 
carried by the French and that 
their success gives them a po- 
sition dominating the region ex- 
tending northward toward the 
Oise River. 

The attack, while local in 
character, must have had plenty 
of power to carry as far ahead 
as is indicated itn dispatches. 
The French line from the Alsne 
to the Oise has been inactive 
since early In July. It fran 
through Autreches to Moulin- 
Sous-Touvent and thence north- 
westerly through the Carlepont 
and Ourscamp forests, to the 
Oise. If the whole plateau 
north of Autreches has been 
taken from the Germans, the 
French have advanced upwards 
of a mile in that region. 

BLOW EXPECTED. 


When the Germans haited 
their retreat from the Marne 
salient and made a stand on the 
Alene, it was assumed a blow 
northwest of Soissons would be 
struck, as a success would out- 
flank the Germans and compel 
their retreat to thelr old lines 
north of the Chemin des Dames. 

Then the Picardy offensive 
began and the eves of the world 
were fixed on the progress east 
of the Ancre and Avre. 

This drive has recently been 
almost at a standstill. Only 
local actions have been fought 
for the past four days along the 
line established by the Germans 
west of the Somme. Some of 
the progress, especially along 
the southern sector of the line, 
has been important, though 
hardly noticeable on a map, but 
the Germans are desperately de- 
fending every inch of the high 
ground southwest of Noyon and 
south of Lassigny as well as the 
area around Roye. The Allied 
pressure is continuous and may 
eventually break down enemy 
resistance. 

MENACE TO HUN. 

There are no indications that 
Marshal Foch will continue his 
pressure northwest of Soissons, 
but his first success there may 
be exploited. It would not be 


surprising to see the fighting , 


+ spread between the Aisne and 
the Oise, for an Allied victory in 
that region would break the 
hinges of both the Aisne and 
Somme lines and compel a Ger- 
man retirement on both sides 
of the new battle area. 

From Soissons to Rheims all 
forces have been doing little 
sinee the Americans recained 
their positions at Fismette.

FRENCH THIRD ARMY DASH.

— For 
the benefit of many who desire to 
enlist or who are considering ap- 
plying for army commissions, % is 
repeated at the request of all the 
army authorities that no enlistments 
will be received and no commissions 
granted until after the new draft 
has been completed.

The Best Way to Smite Germany—Next 


Spring’s Tactics. 


BY HARRY CARR, 


is beginning’ to assume the 
charactertistic of a game of 
duplicate whist. The fighting is on 


the same field, practically, over 
which the British stormed their way 
in 1916. We have seen how Gen. 
Byng played his hand. It ts now 
t@ be shown how Gen. Foch will 
play the same. cards. 

It requires a pecullar—I should 
say, an iAcurable—optimism, to ree 
just how the Allies are going to do 
vety much better than did the be- 
fore-mentioned hero with the explo- 
sive name and the dubious tactics. 

As has been said many times be- 
fore, the situation on the west 
frdnt has one almost fatal defect 
from the standpoint of the Allies. 

Owing to the fact that the Ger- 
man advance reaches into France 
like a fan, it follows that the 
further you press them back, the 
shorter you make the German bat- 
tle line. 

vermany has just one possible pe- 
sition of alm oat incontestible 
strength: that is on the west front. 

It is possible, of course, for the 
Allies to accept the position as the 
Germans arrange it and slam 
through on the present front, not, 
without frightful] sacrifice 


however, 
of men. 
In setting forth the above condi- 
tions, I would like to make the point 
clear. It is perfectly possible for 
the Allies to win on the west front 
without driving the Germans out 
of France. I have always been con- 
vinced that Germany was due to 
lose from an internal collapse. Al- 
thhugh the present Allied activity 
has distinct military limitations, the 
effect of our success on the west 
front is unlimited in possibilities as 
it applies to the morale of the Ger- 
man people. 

It must be recognized that war in 
this day and generation has ite spe- 
clal problems. 

Wars are not fought as formerly. 
Wars are no longer fought by coun- 
tries: They are fought by coalitions. | 
The way to fight coalitions is to 
break them apart. At its best every 
@oalition is a faltering. hesitating, 
uncertain quantity. It thrives on 
success untjl the success becomes so 
great that there arises the sugges- 
tion of dividing the loot; then trou- 
ble ensues. Coalitions do not thrive 
upon disaster unless it is shown by 
special conditions that to separate 
is to perish. 

Germany's weakness is that her 
Allies can find a comparatively soft 
bed on which to fall whenever they 
decide to abandon Germany. 

It seems obvious that the way to 
attack Germany is through her 
allies and through the spirit of the 
people within the German Empire. 

There reason to believe 
that the Allies are holding to this 
view of the problem, and that next 
spring an important diffusion of the | 
campaign may be expected.

The frst 
will be from September 28 to Octo- 
ber 19, as announced; the next fs 
planned for January or February, 
and the’ third, May or June. This 
programme will be necessary, it is 
said, to provide $16,000,000,000 re- 
quired In addition to the $8,000,000,- 
000 to be provided by the new reve- 
nue bill. 

If government and loans 
to Allies fai much below the $24,- 
000,000,000 @timate, the government 
is expected to try to combine two 
loans into one big campaign fer the 
largest credit ever sought by any 
nation. Such a campaign would be 
set for some time in the late winter. 
Money needs between loan periods 
will be announced by sale of short- 
term certificates of indebtedness, as 
in the past. In addition the treas- 
ury leoks for a steady inflow of 
money from tax certificates, which 
banks and corporations probably will 
buy tn billion-dollar quantities, which 
virtually means paying taxes In ad- 
vance. 

The treasury will make the loans 
as few and the time of financial rest 
between the campaigns as long as 
possible. Officials would much ra- 
ther have only one more big sclicl- 
tation In addition to the fourth cam- 
paign to start late next month than 
before the end of the fiscal year, 
next June 30. 

The treasury wishes to avold 
floating loans in the Christmas holl- 
days and the weeks.cf commercial 
inactivity following. Another bad 
time for loans is the spring planting 
season, when farmers are busy and 
business men have less time than 
usual to devote to campaigning. The 
third period to be avoided is June, 
when war taxes must be paid.

Times Hague correspondent reports 
that the North German Lloyd year 
book just issued emphasizes the ne- 


cessHty of rapid construction of 
German shipping after the conclu- 
sion of peace if Germany is to con- 
tend with foreign rivairy. Philip 
Heineken, the general director of 
the North German Lioyd Company, 
writing on shipping and trade in 
1917, discusses America’s entry into 
the war. While leaving the effect 
of this intervention on the military 
side to experts, he says: 

“I should like quite generally to 
utter a warning against under- 
estimating our latest adversary. In 
toughness and endurance he is lit- 
tle Inferior to the Englishman, and 
what one has so far heard of Ameri- 
can performances at all events com- 
pels great respect for the energy 
with which they attack every new 
problem on that side of the ocean.” 

He doubts whether the difficulties 
of transporting the American army 
with gigantic supplies can be over- 
come, and adds:

STATEMENTS BY WAR OFFICES. 


[BY ATLANTIC CABLE AND A. PF.) 

PARIS, Aug. 17.—In the re- 
gion south of Roye French 
troops have made further prog- 
Tress in the Loges Wood and 
have reached the outskirts of 
the wood on the east, says the 
official statement from the War 
Office today. 

There was heavy 
fighting west of Roye during the 
night. 

Northwest of Ribecourt the 
French have repulsed two 
strong German attacks. The 
statement reads: 

“In the region west of Rove 
there was heavy artillery activ- 
ity luring the night. 

“South of the Avre French 
troops continued to make prog- 
ress in the Bois des Loges and 
reached the eastern outskirts of 
the wood. 

“Between the Matz and the 
Oise we repulsed two heavy at- 
tacks against Monolithe and 
Carnoy farms and maintained 
our positions. 

“Northwest of Kheims an en- 
emy raid near La Neuvillette 
was without results.”’ 

The communication is as fol- 
lows: 

“Our progress continued 
north and south of the Avre., 
where we have taken 1000 pris- 
oners and numerous machine 
guns since yesterday. Further 
south, we captured Canny-sur- 
Matz and north of the Aisne we 
captured enemy positions on a 
front of five kilometers, and to 
a depth of 1500 meters in the 
region of Autreches. In this 
latter action we took 249 pris- 
oners. 

“Twelve enemy airplanes 
were brought down yesterday.” 


BRITIsH. 

(BY ATLANTIC CABLE AND A. P.} 

LONDON, Aug. 17.—In Pi- 
eardy British troops have made 
additional progress, says Field 
Marshal Haig in his official 
statement today. The British 
lines have been pushed east- 
ward north of the Amiens- 
Rove road and north of the 
Ancre. 

British troops have gained 
further ground in the neigh- 
borhood of Vieux Berquin, at 
the apex of the Lys salient. 

The text of the statement 
reads: 

‘The. pressure of our troops 
north of the Rove road and 
north of the Ancre  continded 
and progress has been made by 
us in both sectors. 

“In the nelghborhood 
Vieux HKerquin our patrols had 
sharp fighting yesterday and 
further encounters took place 
during last night. Our troops 
made progress in this sector 
and in the netghborhood of 
Merris and have taken prison- 
ers. 

The hoatile artillery has shown 
considerable activity about 
Mont Rouge and Scherpenbecr¢e 
and in the vicinity of Zillebeke 
Lake.” 

The communication follows: 

“Retween the Yser and the 
Ancre, in some sectors fighting 
activity inereased during the 
night. Renewed enemy thrusts 
near Vieux Berquin and north 
of the Ancre were repulsed. 

“On both sides of Rove the 
enemy again made strong at- 
tacks. In the afternoon they 
extended to the north as far as 
a point southwest of Chaulnes 
and south as far as a point 
northwest of Lassieny. 

“The French and Canadians, 
by assaults which were repeat- 
ed until the late hours of the 
evening. attempted, at these 
widely-separated points to break 
through our position. The 
army of Gen. Von Hutler com- 
pletely repulsed these attacks 
and the French, who bore the 


main burden of the fighting. 
again suffered very heavy 
losses. 


“Near and south of Hallu our 
concentrated artillery fire was 
directed on the prepartaions and 
positions of the enemy and on 
groups of armored cars. Enemy 
attacks carried out here in the 
evening hours broke down be- 
fore our lines. 

“The foe's attack yesterday 
on both sides of the Avre was 
preceded by strong artillery 
preparation and was carried out 
by the infantry in deep echelons. 
Near Govencourt the enemy 
temporarily gained some ground 
in the direction of Rove. He 
was, however, thrown back 
again by our counter-attack, 
which was made from north of 
the town. Portions of our fore- 
most battle line on the Amiens- 
Rove road, which still remained 
in the possession of the en- 
emy after the conclusion § of 
fighting in the evening were 
recaptured during the night. 

“South of the Avre French 
attacks were repuised, many 
times collapsing, Immediately 
before our fishting lines. Here, 
especially, the effect of our 
machine guns, was considerable. 

“Near and south of Heau- 
vraignes our artillery fire broke 
the force of the enemy's aséault. 
Infantry developed only 
at certain points and here the 
enemy was repulsed, There

Danger of Privation is Now 
Over, Declares Hoover. 


‘Universal War Bread of Bet- 
; ter Quality Planned. 


‘ora and Fats to Fight Coal 
Shortage in Europe. 


[SY ATLANTIC CABLE AND A P.) 

LONDON, Atg. 17. — Universal 
war bread of better quality than last 
year f@ all nations fighting Ger- 
many, practically without rationing, 
will be one of the chief results of 
the food controllers’ conference at 
London, Herbert C. Hoover, Ameri- 
can Food Administrator, announced 


to the Associated Press today. He 
said there will be ample supplies of 
fats and meat if the populations are 
economical and avoid waste. 

“The danger of privation ts now 
passed,” he said. Mr. Hoover ex- 
plained that the people of North 
America were now able to take over- 
seas the bulk of food supplies re- 
quired and it will therefore be pos- 
sible to curtail the total length of 
the voyage necessary to bring these 
supplies to the European Allies, thus 
effecting a considerable saving in 
tonnage. 

He said a programme had been 
agreed upon regarding different 
commodities required to maintain 
health and comfort. He appealed 
to the Untted States for continued 
economy to meet the increased de- 
mands of Europe and carry over 4 
stock of foodstuffs that will form 
positive ineurance against climatic 
eventualities. The text of Mr. 
Hoover's statement follows: 

FOOD CONFERENCES PLEASE. 

“I am well satisfied with results 
from the conferences of food con- 
trollers which has been in progress 
during the last three weeks. These 
conferences were called at my re- 


quest with a view to the formula- 
tion of policies and programmes 
with regard to the entire import of 
food supplies to the countries at 
war with Germany. An agreement 
has been reached as to policies 
which will effect a creat mersure of 


co-ordination in the purchase and 


transportation of supplies during 
the coming ear and in their 
equitable distribction between all 
the countries; and a programme 


) hag been agreed upon aa to the dif- 


ferent commodities that are re- 
quired not only to maintain the 
health, but the comfort of the 


armies and civil populations. 

“The people of North America are 
this year able to take upon their 
shoulders the movement of the 
great bulk of food supplies’ re- 
quired, and it will therefore be pos- 
sible to curtail the total length of 
voyage necessary to bring these 
supplies to the European Allies, 
thus effecting a considerable saving 
in tonnage as well as contributing 
a material factor of safety on ac- 
count of the comparative immunity 
of the Atlantic lane over all others 
from interference by the enemy.

CAMP LEWIS, TACOMA (Wash.) 
Aug. 17.—For four weeks there have 
been no deaths from disease among! 
the men in training here, according 
to the weekly health report for the 
camp issued today. Two deaths 
were reported this week, one a 
suicide and one post-operative. 

This week's report shows 4 
marked decrease in the incidence 
of influenza, twenty-three cases 
among the 32,045 men being re- 
ported, as against forty-three cases 
last week. Twenty of the new 
cases were among newly’ arrived 
draft men in the One Hundred and 
Sixty-sixth Depot Brigade. One 
case of mumps was reported, com- 
pared with seven last week. There 
was one case of malaria, ten of 
measies, two German measles and 
nine cases of pneumonia.

AMP LEWIS (Wash.) Aug. 17. 
—"“Slow down, mother! What's 
the matter, have you lost your 

speedometer ?” 

The shout came gaily from an un- 
shaven figure propped high on «a 
white iron ‘cot. It was caught up 
from bed to bed down the long 
screened veranda of one of the end- 
less base hospital wards at Camp 
Lewis, and echoed in weak laughs 
from lads too il! to raise their heads 
as “Mother” Thornberry, native Cal- 
ifornian, applied the brakes and 
pulled up short. : 

“Oh, you dear boys.” she rejoined. 
“Don't you know your mother has 
work to do? How are ycu all feeling 
this afternoon?” 

And “Fine, mother. Come see us.” 
followed her disappearing back and 
sturdy boots down the covered walk. 

For there's no cne at Camp Lewis 
from the commanding officer dowf 
to the kitchen flunky who has more 
to do than “Mother” Thornberry, or, 
to introduce her properly, Genevieve 
Cutler Thornberry, wife of Capt. R. 
H. Thornberry, Co. B, Military Po- 
lice, Ninety-first Division, now a part 
of the Fifth Army Corps of the 
American Expeditionary Forces in 
France. 

“TROTS HER FEET OFF.” 

As a part of the Red Cross service 
at Camp Lewis, assistant tc Capt. A. 
Wyman, Mrs. Thornberry looks after 
the million and one little things that 
someone else can't do. She trots her 
feet off from early morning until 10 
o'clock at night. She is giving her 
whole life tc the men in the sefv- 
ice, while her husband Is overseas, 
and she has just sent her two chil- 
dren to Hollywood, Cal., to live with 
her cousin that she may devote all 
her energies to the work at hand 
here. 

It is to Mrs. Thornberry that the 
mén whisper their love confidences 
and ask her to write to their sweet- 
hearts when they are too ill to han- 
die a pen. During weeks when their 
lives hang in the vague, uncertain 
shadow she writes daily to their 
mothers, or wives, or telegraphs 
when need be. And if he loses the 
fight, she writes home and telis the 
raocther what a brave lad he was,

how patient and ccurageous, and 
how much he gave his life for his 
country, even though he never 
reached the front. 

She knows what all of them have, 
and how sick they are, and juéet how 
much o a fight they have put 
up, and how they are getting along. 
She knows when a white face that 
is set with pain needs to have a 
mctherly hand on the brow, when 
weak lips want to whisper a little 
wish, when a blue one needs to be 
rallied, when to give one of the 
splendid, busy women of the base 
hospital nurses’ corps a helping 
hand. 

It's “Mother, when am I going to 
get my mail?" “Mother, did not 
mother write you today?” “Moth- 
er, they're going to bring us chicken 
tomorrow!" “Oh, Mrs. Thornberry, 
here are flowers for our ward!” “Do 
you suppose we can go and see the 
boys today?" And mecther this and 
mother that, until Capt. Wyman 
throws up his hands laughingly and 
says he gives it up. 

TRIP THROUGH “THREES.” 


It was still rather early morning 
at the base hospital, a gray, gloomy 
morning, and “Mother” Thornberry 
had just come from a trip through 
the ““Threes,” the long row cf wards 
whose numbers end with “3,” 
through which she had distributed 
the great boxes of fresh blossoms 
which residents of Tacoma carry to 
the hospita] three times a week from 
thelr own gardens and those of Ta- 
coma’s parks. She was stfll thrill- 
ing over a lovely corsage which had 
been sent her, and laughingly be- 
walling the knowledge that it would 
be given to the first one of her sick 
boys who came tc the office. 

And in fifteen minutes someone 
whom she had watched fight back 
from death was walking down the 
hall-with a corsage of hellotrope and 
roses clutched right against his 
emaciated ribs. 

Just as she settied in her chair 
to tell Miss Grace Wilson, her as- 
sistant in the office, what to write tc 
some mothers of very ill boys, a 
whole machine load of flowers came 
from ftellacoom, a Tacoma suburb 
near the cantonment. 

“Take them down tc my darling 
old empycams”’——men who have had 
pneumonia——Mra.

After opening the safe Koeberle 
began carrying out two racks with 
watches. 
vault to the front part of the store, 
where the watches left for repairs 
are kept, is about 160 feet. Koeberle 
made two trips, taking about 
minutes to do it. In that short in- 
terval of time the theft of the dia- 
nionds was committed and the sus- 
pect made his escape, without be- 
ing seen. 

The detectives work on the theory 
that, instead of going into the base- 
ment, Brown lingered outside th 
door and watched Koeberie’s mov 
ments. When the man left with the 
first tray of watches, the suspect 
dashed into the vault and hastily 
gathered up the diamonds and other 
jewelry from the various trays 
stacked up in the safe. He worked 
for more than a minute, and prob- 
ably closed the trays so that when 
the clerk returned for the second 
watch rack he did not become aware 
that anything -was wrong. 

THE SECOND TRIP. 


On Koeberle’s second trip, the 
thief completed his job. He quietly 
closed the vault door, leaving them 
in the same position left by Mr.

LOS ANGELES AVIATOR 
PRISONER IN GERMANY. 


O DROP out of the clouds on 
German soi] and be captured 
along with all members of his 
aero bombing squadron was the for- 
tune of war that fell to the lot of 
Maj. Harry M. Brown, son of Mrs. 
B. Il. Brown of No. 1520 Weat 
Twenty-eighth etreet, this city. Maj. 
Brown, word came to relatives here 
yesterday, was in command of the 
firet American aero bombing squad- 
ron, a unit that harried the Germans 
in daylight. He led his corps on 
July 10 to an extremely high alti- 
tude, and, becoming lost in an ex- 
ceptionally heavy cloud and fog, he 
landed on what he thought was 
French soll. Instead he was on ene- 
my territory. 
When Maj. Brown's aviators real- 
ized his plight they watched fer a 
signal from him. He signaled them 


not to alight, but all misunderstood 
and landed near him. In this con- 
tingent was Lieut. Rowan H. Tucker 
of Fort Worth, Tex., a cousin of 
Mrs. Agnes Huntoon of No, 1602 
Virginia read, Los Angeles. Mra. 
Tucker, wife of the captured officer. 
and Mrs. Car! E. Palmer, her sis- 
ter, are visiting Mrs. Huntoon in this 
city. They have just learned that 
Lieut. Tucker is a prisoner in Ger- 
many, 

When the aviators realized that 
they could not ascend in time, they 
burned all the airplanes of the 
squadron, according to the informa- 
tion contained in a letter received 
by relatives of Lieut.

STATE BANKS IN 
NEW GROUPING. 


Aid 


Organization will Better 
the Government. 


More Prompt Payment for 
Supplies Expected. 


Legislature may be Asked to 
Amend Laws. 


A new group organization of the. 
State banks fn Southern California ts) 
to be effected as the result of a 
conference held at the Hotel Mary- | 
land in Pasadena yesterday, at 
which 268 Southland banks were 
represented. The purpose is to en- | 
able banks operating under the Calt- 
fornia laws, by co-operation with | 
the National banks, to subscribe to 
thelr allotments of treasury cer- 
tificates which finance the govern- 
ment’s war activities between Liberty 
Loans. 

Not a dissenting voice was raised 
at the meeting against unqualified 
support of the government through 
as many Liberty Loan barrages as 
may be necessary against German 
militarism. Problems confronting 
financial institutions because of the 
war were discussed and solutions of- 
fered to enable the banks to place 
their assets at the use of war in- 
Gustries and the government loans 

Ase#urance was given in a telegram 
from Ralph P. Merritt, Federal Food 
Commissioner for California, that 
the government will make more 
prompt payment for its supplies, 
which will enable the banks to avoid 
long-time notes, At present, the 
government at times is as long as 
eizaht months tn paying a manufac- 
turer, payment not being made until 
the shipment is received on the At- 
lantic Coast, In many Instances. 

MERRITT’S TELEGRAM. 

A telegram was recefved by W. 
D. Longyear of San Francisco, di- 
vision salesman of United States 
treasury certificates, and president 
of the State Bankers’ Association, 
who presided, from Mr. Merritt fs as 
follow:

NORMAL SCHOOL WINS 
ARCHITECTS’ MEDAL. 


CALLED MOST BEAUTIFUL SET 
‘OF BUILDINGS ERECTED IN 
STATE IN YEAR. 


The Southern California Chapter 
of the American Institute of Archi- 
tects announced yesterday that the 
new State Normal Schcol had been 
awarded the annuel architectural 
medal and certificate by a jury vote 
of leading California architects for 
the most beautiful groups of bufld- 
ings erected in California during 
1917 and 1918. 

The purpose of the award is to 
give recognition to the mcst con- 
spicuous piece of architecture erect- 
ed during the year, and both the ar- 
chitect and owner of the bulldtng 
are recipients of medals. The State 
Normal group was designed by the 
firm of Allison & Allison. In mak - 
ing the award, the following state- 
ment was issued: 

“The State Normal School is a 
well - balanced - group plan, free, 
straightforwerd and losing nothing 
essential in symmetry. The exterior 
expresses a sentiment in sympathy 
with the development of American 
youth. The fascades are quiet and 
free from instituttonal atmosphere 
or pedantry. The detail and fas- 
cades of the training school, fine 
arts building and library are highly 
commended and the outline and 
mass of the administration portion 
is most successful.”

W. Celham and William C. Hays cf 
San Francisco.

HAT German spy work 

America, in preparation for the 

great war, did not wait to be- 
gin till] Count von Bernstorff went 
to Washington and started the vast 
network of espionage and plottings 
of which the United Stutes State 
Department has given an inkling in 
its several startling disclosures, is 
shown in a striking photograph, a 
letter and information that have just 
come into the possession of The 
Times. 

The photograph is of a party of 
sixty-seven supposed representatives 
of the imperial German Agricul- 
tural Society who visited the United 
States and Canada in 1903, traveling 
over 15,000 miles by rail from the 
Atlantic to the Pacific. The party 
visited all the great industries of 
the country. taking photographs 
freely with the cameras which each 
traember carried, interviewing protn- 
inent persons and gathering data 
and statistics of every kind, much of 
it of no bearing whatever upon 
agriculture. 

The letter was written to E. L 
Lomax, then general passenger 
agent of the Union Pacific Railroad, 
signed by the visiting Germans. It 
was written en route from Ogden to 
San Francisco on May 23. 1903, and 
thanked the Union Pacific official for 
courtesies extended by the road and 
expressed “especial obligations to 
Mr. George L. McDonaugh, your 
colonization agent, who accompanted 
us from his office at Omaha through 
to the Pacific Coast.” 

SENT BY THE KAISER. 


Mr. McDonaugh is now, at the age 
of 72, engaged in the real estate 
business at No. 1108 South Mar- 
guerita street, Alhambra, one of his 
sons, Harry McDonaugh, being dep- 
uty collector of customs in this city.

Of the sixty-seven members of the 
party, only seven professed to be 
able to speak or even understand 
English, and conversation with them 
by the Americans whom they inet 
was had by means of interpreters. 
This, Mr. McDonaugh said, made it 
a simple matter for them te converse 
in German with German-Americans 
when in the factories without arous- 
ing any suspicion thereby. 

That they did so converse and at 
great length is stated by Mr. Mc- 
Doraugh. In the beet-sugar fac- 
tories of Colorado, Utah, Nebraska, 
Wyoming and Southern California, 
and in the packing-houses of South 
Omaha, Chicago and elsewhere, 
inany German-Americans were em- 
ploved and the Kaiser's representa- 
tives invariably obtained informa- 
tion and general data from them in 
German. 

That these men, all products of 
the best German universities ard all 
of them learned scientists, should be 
actually ignorant of English is in- 
conceivable to those familiar with 
the stress laid upon the study of 
that tongue tr the German system 
of education. That such a profes- 
ston of ignorance would @erve 418 an 
excellent 4 is similarly ap- 
parent.

HIS war in which our country and the Allied nations are engaged against 

the Central Empires of Europe is proving to be not altogether an un- 

mixed evil for America, leaving aside the sad but unavoidable fact 

that hundreds of our young men, beloved and now forever immortal, have 

been called upon to make the supreme sacrifice of life in a just and holy cause. 

~ "The great thing that we have gained by the war is that America takes 
a fixed and known place among the nations of the world. 

Up till now we had to content ourselves merely with an assertion of 
our importance. Now, that importance is accepted and recognized. It is 
notorious that Prussia regarded us with contempt. The Kaiser and the Junkers 
of Teutonia classed us with overgrown boys whose muscles were flabby and 
whose capability was not to be seriously considered. 

Even friendly nations doubted that we could possibly figure seriously in 
world affairs. They felt that we had gone along in a rather slipshod and 
free and easy way; that we lacked cohesion, and that scientifically, no nation 
in which everybody had a say could really measure up to the of 
a supreme test against trained and centralized authority. 

Thoughtful students of history felt themselves compelled to agree with 
that belief. The truth is that ‘many Americans themselves, ardent lovers of 
their country, feared for the future. 

There was only one way to tell who was right and who was wrong, and 
that way was to take inventory of ourselves and what we have—to make 
a round-up of stock and men as they do on the big ranches of the West 


every year. 

This is a thing that we have never done until now, and we would not 
have done it now had we been kept out of this war. 

We would have gone ahead believing in ourselves, it is teue, and we 
would never have had a doubt that we could take care of ourselves in any 
ind of complication, but we wouldn't have been able to prove it. 

And, not being able to prove it, Kaisers and Junkers and the world at 
large, friends and foes alike, would have had their doubts about us. 

Now comes the great round-up. It takes in everything—men, material, 
resources, assets and liabilities, stock on hand and future orders. The bal- 
ance sheet is before us, and the whole world is welcome to look at it. 

TI. 
HAT does this great American round-up show? 
The result astonishes even ourselves. It has astounded the world. 
We are bigger than we thought we were; we are richer than we ever 
dreamed we could be. * 

No nation that has existed since first man learned to poise his arm to 
throw a javelin has been able to array a man power equal in either quantity 
or quality to that which America marshals today in this stupendous struggle. 

An army of 20,000,000 men of fighting fiber are already on the card 
ind of the Provost-Marshal-General at Washington. The potential man 
pober of the nation is wuficint to keep that army up to strength, no matter 

severe the strain to which it might be subjected. 

The round-up shows that thére has been no race suicide in America. 
If American high school boys alone were mobilized on level ground, the 
better part of an Illinois prairie would be required to hold them. 

We were wont to say that our country is a country of “unlimited re- 


sources,” but we have never had a concrete knowledge of our resources antil 


now. 
Until we made our entry into this war, it would have considered 
preposterous to ask a city like Los Angeles, for instance, to raise $1,000,000 
in one week and present it as a free gift to the Red Cross. 
Yet Los Angeles met the call with ease. Every other city and district 
in America met the calls made upon them with equal ease. We didn't know 
we could do a thing like that until the necessity for doing it came to our 


rs. 
| And this is nothing at all to what we have since done. We have raised 
millions upon millions more dollars for the Red Cross, the Y.M.C.A., the 
Knights of Columbus, the Young Men's Hebrew Association, and for dozens 
of other service-rendering organizations. And we have given the money as 
a free gift, knowing that the dollars so given will never come back, and not 
expecting or wanting them to come back. 

But, that is the least that we have done, as dollars go. We long ago 
ceased to talk in millions. All the figures now are in billions—billions on 
top of billions. 

The average mind swoons when it contemplates the unbelievable sums 


of money that America has produced to finance the Allied nations in this 


war, and to sustain.our own part in it. 

Yet, the government at Washington proposes, justly and righteously, that 
billions on top of billions more must be produced. 

The government would not propose that these stupendous sums be 
raised unless it knew that it were possible to do so. The government has 
made a round-up of the nation’s resources. It has taken an inventory of the 
farms, the mines, the mills, the industries, the trades and professions, the 
forests and rivers, the savings banks and the long stockings of the people. 

No matter what this war costs, America can produce that cost. Cali- 
fornia, alone, can take care of billions of it, and Califarnia is, after all, only 
a small part of America. 

The entire population of Europe could be put on the soil of Texas. 
giving every man, woman and child room enough to produce wealth, and 
leave a zone around the edges sufficiently wide to care for a big portion of 
the population of Asia. | 

Don't worry. We are in great shape financially. Salute the flag and 
keep on doing your bit.

T IS A FAR road we have traveled in a short space of time, as time 
Out of the black mists of Plymouth Rock, in the e of the daring 
prow of the Half Moon, from the trails blazed by Ma te and Lewis 
and Clark, in the sandaled footprints of Junipero Serra, has our America 
grown to the giant stature of this hour. | 

Generation after generation our country has increased in men and in 
wealth, flinging its blossoms‘and its berries like the green bay tree to the 
four winds of heaven. 

It began with the thirteen original colonies, a fringe of land along the 
Atlantic coast not much greater in length than our State of California. 

Today, the flag that Betsy Ross made out of starry dreams and sunset 
flame flies over a country that stretches from sea to sea, from the Great 
Lakes to the Gulf, to Hawaii and the Philippines and the sunny isles of the 
Caribbean.

Literally, we are in this war for an idéal—the ideal of human freedom 
and the peace and safety of all mankind. Unhappily, the slogan of nations 
has been “For ourselves alone.” The slogan of America is now, as it has 

' always been, “Not for ourselves alone.” 

Whatever we had, the world was always welcome to it. If God were 
to call all the nations that now exist and those that have existed in the past 
to render an account to Him, America would not fear to stand before the 
judgment. It has been generous with the gifts He showered upon it. It has 
shared its all with whoever fared with it in sun and rain. 

Today, it throws its sons—the flower of the world—into the hell and 
flame of war, not for itself, but for others. It has stepped from the furrow 
to restore the world’s lost chivalry. 

In the inventory we have taken of what we have and what we are, these 
are the things that have been found. Deo gratias! Praise be to God!

CRITICAL POLITICAL JUNCTURE. 
It is not sound patriotism to get so 
completely interested in national affairs as 


] to overlook those of the district, city and 


State. As a usual thing all the politicians 
make a merit of their own patriotism, claim 
to be more loyal and all that sort of thing 
than other candidates, Certainly nobody in 
California wants a Governor who is not a 
thorough patriot, who has not definitely 
broker with all enemies of the nation, alien 
and domestic. But sober-minded, deep- 
thinking people realize that the issues of 
this gubernatorial campaign are of immense 
importanee to California and her future; 
and State'patriotism should be brought into 
evidence at this time, as well as national. 

If the State is not rescued from the mas- 
sive commissions that bear down upon the 
taxpayers; if the extravagance and waste 
are not subjected to war-time economy, as 
well as that economy of common sense and 
downright honesty of office, then for four 
years more California will Isten to many 
big thvestors explaining why they. really 
cannot afford put their money into our 
industries and development. California can- 
not flourish unless honest and really pa- 
triotic men get into office—men who are 
loyal to the citizens of California as well 
as to the Federal policies. 

Everyone knows, or would know if they 
had taken the trouble to inform themselves, 
that California pays the heaviest tax per 
capita of any State. Much of that money 
goes to support idle and useless commis- 
sions filled by appointment from the office 
of the Governor and, in fact, many, if not 
most, of those commissioners are nothing 
more than political retainers of the Gov- 
ernor’s. They are taken care of between 
elections so they will be glad to use their 
{influence for him when needed. That syvs- 
tem was foisted ppon California as a spe- 
cious “reform;” and the Governor who per- 
fected it having withdrawn to the more am- 
bitious field of Washington, it remains for 
California to decide once and for all time 
whether it wishes to perpetuate the evils 
that Gov. Johnson imposed on the State. 


Mayor Rolph of San Francisco has pledged 
himself to maintain the Johnson system, to 
retain the commissions, to perpetuate the 
extravagance of the Johnson policies. He 
has fully and openly committed himself to 
those policies. No doubt Mr. Rolph inter- 
preted the last election figures to mean that 
a Johnson man was popular. Johnson was. 
That cannot be denied, though it can be ex- 
plained in no complimentary way. He was 
“popular” because he deserted the Repnb- 
lican candidate for President and traded 
for votes with the Democrats. Much time 
has passed. Johnson hasn't run for any 
office since; and the public fs not likely to 
forget his political treachery. Mayor Rolph, 
in committing himself to Johnson policies, 
has neglected to repudiate Johnson tactics, 
so the inference is that he has not found 
them objectionable. 

And why patriotic citizens should support 
Rolph is not clear. Not only are there tre- 
mendous reasons why he should not be sup 
ported by those who have the best interests 
of California in view; but the Mayor who 
has picked out the attorney for German 
spies and dynamiters as one of the man- 
agers of his campaign could not be a Gov- 
ernor uncompromisingly and energetically 
devoted to a government at war with Ger- 
many. The best that can be said for Mr. 
Rolph fs that he did not show respect for 
American sentiments when he placed a part 
of his campaign under the direction of The- 
odore Roche, legal defender of Bopp and 
the murderous gang of German spies and 
agents who-against the efforts of this 
same Theodore Roche*—were convicted and 
sentenced by Federal authorities. 

More than that, however, Rolph does not 


represent San Francisco ‘ideals. He 
does represent one element of San 
Francisco—the worst. Rolph was 
originally selected for, and elected 
as, the Mayor of San Francisco be 
cause the people were tired of 
McCarthy and his unionists; and 
now there is not a unionite of the 
McCarthy stripe in San Francisco 
but supports him. He is a class 
candidate. He does not represent 
the people as a whole. He repre 
seMs that dangerous element which, 
glossing itself over with the digni- 
fled title of “Labor,” is determined 
to sacrifice all other interest in Cali- 
fornia, in America, to get what it 
wants; and it wants unionigm in the 
worst and most ruthless form, 
Honest, intelligent workingmen 
are opposing Rolph. Business men 
are opposing him. Farmers are op- 
posing him. Christian Scientists 
are opposing him. All who do not 
believe in militant labor-gnion doc- 
trines are opposifie him. He is the 
candidate of class—a thing to be ab- 
horred at this time. He has net 
even the glittering phrase of the 
reformer to recommend him to the 
gullible. He stands for class legis- 
lation and wasteful commissions. 
Naturally his influence is wide 
reaching.

But they ali fail to mention the 
trifling incident of 20,000,000 men 
fighting one another. 

“In the preface, these war authors 
always say, as though it were a 
great virtue, that “I shall not at- 
tempt to deal with the strategy of 
the war, etc., etc.” 

In other words, not knowing any- 
thing abouf the war, they are going 
to write a book about it. 


Pleasure bores me: soctal perst- 
flage makes me sick at the stomach; 
theaters weary me to extinction; 
dancing fills me with disgust; small 
talk turns me into a potential mur- 
derer;: frivolity and the pursult of 
a good time offends every fiber of 
my being.

Slamming around the 
country in automobiles in search of 
you don’t know what! 

Thank God for a lot of things. 
but thank God chiefly for our jobs.

HE first time I met Charlie 
| Chaplin was soon after he had 
broken into scciety. The Los 
Angeles “Four Hundred” had “taken 
him up” and were giving him the 
rush of his life.

They give some 
ides, however, of the size of the tax 
law that is slowly taking form at the 
national capital. The man with ten 
children will not pay $960 unless he 
ie a millionaire, and in that event 
he will pay a great deal more. ; 

But $60 is the mathematical quota 
of each unit of popdiation, and the 
whole eight billion will, be collected 
and spent by the government next 
year. Besides, $16.000,000,000 will 
have to be borrowed, and that also 
will be expended in carrying on the 
war with the Prussians. 

Such colossal sums of money are 
new in the calculations and experi- 
ences of humanity. One hundred 
thousand carpenters would have 
work more than 158 years, each at 
36 a day, and every day at that, to 
earn the estimated war expenses of 
the United States for 1919. The 
Declaration of Independence was 
written and signed 142 years ago. 

Roughly, $4,000,000,000 is being 
raised by taxation this year. That 
amount must be doubled for next 
year. So twenty-two men, twelve 
Democrats and ten Republicans, 
Members of the Ways and Mean*® 
Committee of the House of Repre- 
sentatives, are meeting daily in 
Washington and searching through 
the hundreds of items that, as a 
whole, constitute commerce, for 
those that can be taxed to the best 
S@vantage, nationally and indus- 
trially. 
~ It ts a solemn undertaking. Under 
the Constitution of the United States 
@easures of taxation must originate 
fin the House of Representatives. And 
the House. as a matter of business. 
has the preliminary work done by 
the Committee on Ways and Means.

TWEN TY-TWO MEN WRITING 
WORLD'S GREATEST TAX LAW.

it line by line, from its title to the 
last word. Now and then a Repub- 
lican suggestion may go through. 

The tariff, if Mr. Kitchin'’s pro- 
gramme is followed, will not be dis- 
cussed. Present taxes on imports are 
satisfactory to the Democrats. Mr. 
Fordney, always an untamed and 
inflammatory protectionist, believes 
that the prevailing duties should be 
increased. The nine other Repub- 
licans probably sympathize with 
him in that belief. Mr. Fordney 
says that there is more free trade 
in the United States at present than 
in Great Britain itself. 

However that may be, the new 
taxes of 1919 will be levied, mainly, 
on incomes, profite and luxuries. 
Nearly four weeks were spent by 
Mr. Kitchin's committee on what are 
known as hearings for the public. 
Interests were invited to appear in 
Washington and explain why their 
taxes should not be made greater. 

Nearly 2000 pages of printed 
briefs and statements were received. 
Witnesses made speeches, gave their 
testimony and were cross-examined. 
All agreed that more money was 
required for the war against the 
Prussians. But many of them 
thought that it ought to be collected 
from the other fellow. And the other 
fellow, in most instances, was the 
consumer of the nation's products.

“It is important,” this committee 
says, “in considering present taxa- 
tion. to remember that the heavier 
the taxes which are now imposed 
the mcre rapidly can taxation be de- 
creased after the war.” 

Then the committee.adds: ‘At 
present, however favorable the ra- 
tlo of our taxes to our expenditures 
compares with the ratios of other 
countries, in such countries as Eng- 
land the rates of tax impcsed are 
very considerably higher than our 
cwn rates.” 

As to the tax on war profits the 
committee states that, “although 
fruitful in revenue, and apparently 
efficient as to four-fifths of our busi- 
ness concerns, it has failed adequate- 
ly to reach large profits due tc the 
war of the other fifth.” 

It is well for the American people 
toe know that organized business 


_| stands for high taxation and is more 


than willing to pay its share of the 
cost of the war. The representative 
business men named in this article 
declare that “the chief scurces of 
new revenue should be the Income 
tax, a tax on the exc of profits 
over the present exemption and a 
drastic tax on all war profits above 
a certain return sufficient to permit 
a business to be carried on with 


safety.” 
“We suggest,” the committee re- 
ports, “the desirability of maintain- 


ing the general basis cf the present 
excess profits tax, but with increased 
rates, perhaps as high as 80 per 
cent., instead of the present 60 per 
cent. 

Undoubtedly the profiteers will be 
hit hard by the tax bill that Mr. 
Kitchin and his associates are now 
writing. During the hearings, to 
which reference has heretofore been 
made, Mr. Kitchin, addressing »s 
witness, said: “Some corporations 
did make 1000 per cent. last year.” 
And Mr. Fordney stated that he 
knew of a firm. capitalized at $25,- 
000, whose prcfits during the same 
period amounted to $125,000. 

When the writer asked Mr. 
in if great numbers of “small” 
were not evading the tax on 
comes, he replied: “Congress passes 
laws. It is up to the executive de- 
partments to enforce the laws. There 
are heavy penalties for those who 
no matter whether the delinquents 
fail to repcrt their taxable Incomes, 
are capitalists or working men. 

“But the greatest loss sustained by 
the government, in my opinion,” he 
said. “is directly traceable to those 
corporations which report profits of 
enly 6 to 7 per cent. The capital 
of some of such corporations runs 
into the millions. Other @orpora- 
tions engaged in the same line of 
business, capitalized at from $50.- 
000 to $100,000, give their profits as 
ranging from 25 to 40 per cent.” 

“What makes the difference?” Mr 
Kitchin was asked. 

“Water,” he replied. “But.” he re- 
marked, with more emphasis than 
vevel, “we shall get all of them, 
sconer or later.” 

President Wilson, in outlining his

“THE GILDED MAN.” By 
Intreduction by Richard 
Bont & Liveright. 


T LAST we have a relief from 
A war stories and relentless 

realism, Clifford Smyth, long 
known as an editor and a newspa- 
per writer, has written not merely a 
story of romantic adventure—we 
have many laborious or melodramatic 
attempts of that nature—but one of 
that high rare quality that gives it 
the air of a classic in the days. of its 
youth. Invention is the common 
quality of the “yarn.” In no divi- 


sion of fiction is imagination so rare. 


Or, if the writer happen to possess 
that gift and applies it to the story 
of adventure, the result is often a 
wild flight which has no basis in 
fact, and fails to convince; often to 
hold the interest. While the high- 
| est order of imagination is necessary 
for a first-rate novel, the author is 
remorselessly held downeto earth by 
‘the facts of life and the reality of 
the situations among which his char- 
acters must move; but the average, 
or even the exceptional, writer of 
purely imaginative fiction ig bound 
by no such rules, and unless he hap- 
pen to have an intellect and a sound 
knowledge of life, like Stevenson, for 
instance, he ig more than Hable to 
tangent flights. 

Mr. Smyth not only has intellect 
and a practical experience of life, 
but a first-hand knowledge of one of 
the least-known haunts of the au- 
thors of romantic advegture, the 
South American Andes. 

I must confess that I took up “The 
Gilded Man” with seme reluctance, 
for ] have a decreasing appetite for 
yarns of the remote past, a setting 
indicated by the subtitle of the book, 
“A Romance of the Andes.” But my 
attention was arrested immediately 
by the fact that the book began in a 
New England village among people 
of the living present. ‘Mr.. Smyth 
does a daring thing for the maker 
of romantic fiction. He begins his 
story witlr a group of everyday peo- 
ple, and but for a vague note of mys- 
tery, deftly sounded at once, one 
would infer that the author was| 
about to present a charming idyl—a 
type of fiction always welcome when 
wel] done, but hardly thrilling.

LEATHER SCARCE 

IN SWITZERLAND. 

Because of the great scarcity of 
leather in Europe and the high 
price of shoes, the government of 
Switzerland has taken over the shoe 
industry and has fixed the prices for 
shces. The Berner Bund, of Berne, 
a copy of which has just reached 
this city, states that a long confer- 


ence was held between government 


officials and shoe manufacturers, 
after which the government an- 
nounced that it would take entire 
control of the shoe industry. 

At the conference twenty-three 
Swiss shoe manufacturers were rep- 
resented and each submitted pat- 
terns and prices. The patterns were 


carefully considered by a committee 
of experts appointed by the govern- 
ment, and the report of this com- 
mittee resulted in the government 
taking over the shoe industry. A big 
shoe concern in Olten has been dele- 
gated to manufacture shoes for the 
government, and distributing 
azencies have been organized in 
various centers, where the boots and 
shoes will be offered for sale at gov- 
ernment prices. 

Though prices, even under govern- 
ment control, will still remain high, 
it is explained that this is due t6 the 
scarcity cf raw material. Leather 
in Switzerland has increased 100 per 
cent. in price within a year and 200 
per cent since 1914. The difficulty 
of transporting leather, owing to the 
congestion of the railroads. is an- 
other factor which has increased the 
price.—[New York Herald.

COLORED NURSES 
IN THE RED CROSS. 


LARGE NUMBER WILt BE EM- 
PLOYED TO WORK HERE 
AND’ OVERSEAS. 


Colored trained nurses of Los An- 
geles and other California cities are 
re‘cicing because the announcement 
made through the office of Emmétt 
J. Scott, special assistant to Secre- 
tary of War Baker, that the Amer- 
lean Red Cross Society has decided 
to employ a large number of ¢col- 
ored trained nurses to work among 
colored troops and in the base hos- 
pitals, 

'  Aceording to the announcement, 
plang have been made hy the Sur- 
geon-General of the army to have 
eolcred nurses assigned to six of 
the base hospitals in thie country 
where there are approximately 38,- 
000 black troops, stationed; namely 
at Camps Funston, Dodge, Grant. 
Taylor, Sherman and Dix, and with 
practical certainty that the nurses 
“vl have further opportunity for 
service among the colored soldiers 
and sailors overseas. With the con- 
stant increment of colored men in 
the army the number of women 
fe be utilized must be correspond- 
ingly enlerged from_tims to time, 
with a constantly expanding area of 
usefulness. 

This decision on the part of the 
‘American Red Cross Soctety has 
| encouraged the colored citizens of 
Los Angeles who are making a 
strenuous effort to gain admission 
| into the Los Angeles County Hos- 
joy to study the art of trained nurs-

CHEMISTS FOR WAR...

A call for chemists competent ,to 
act as assistants in research wo 
on important war problems, and for 
women to replace men in chemical 
work, has been sent out by the Na- 
tional Research Council of the wom- 
en's division, collegiate section, of 
the United States Department of La- 


bor at Washington, through Eliza- 
beth Kemper Adams, chiet of the 
section. 

It is stated that all applicanta 
must be persons who have special- 
ized in chemistry during a colieg® 
course, and who have had {fun de- 
mental training in inorganic, organic 
and physical chemistry, the demand 
for persons of the latter ability be- 
ing great. The duties will be to 
work on war problems assigned by 
the National Research Council to 
educational institutions throughout 
the country. Chemists engaged in 
this work will be employed by these 
institutions. 

The loyalty of applicants must 
be unquestioned, and they will be 
Tequired to take an oath to main- 
tain absolute secrecy in regard to 
their work. Candidates must send 
to the Warhington office a iletter 
of application, stating their training | 
experience and qualifications in full.

In one month 
men enrolled in this schovw) are 
fitted for their duties at sea; They 
are regularly tleensed by United 
States steamboat inspection service 
officials after a short period of sea 
service following their graduation.

IGNITION SYSTEMS. 


Ignition system of today are of 
two distinct varieties. One employs 
je magneto, with perhaps a battery 
system for starting and lighting. The 
second type employs only the bat- 
tery, with a timing and distributing | 
device in connection with it. At the 
present time the battery system is 
heavily In the majority, near 75 per 
cent., In fact, having displaced the 
magneto, which, until a few years 
ago, was in complete domination of 
the field. 

No matter which type of ignition 
is used, the efficient operation of the 
unit will depend on the proper gen- 
eration of current, correct interrup- 
tion of the primary circuit, an unin- 
terrupted flow of current to the 
spark plugs, which latter must be 
accurately adjusted to deliver a 
spark calculated to produce a satis- 
‘factory explosion. if any of the 
links in this chain is weak, the 
functioning of the entire ignition 
system will be weakened or perhaps 
interrupted. 

With the battery system the first 
need will be to keep the battery 
itself properly charged and filled to 
the correct level with electrolyte. 
The various connections must be 
kept not only clean, but tight. An 
untightened connection will produce 
misfiring. If the connections are 
permitted corroded ignition may be 
interrupted altogether, or there may

All sincere. be- 
lievers in true democracy rejoicei._ It 
seemed that a fateful step forwari had 
been taken. 

The hour that Socialism had demanded 
had struck at last. 

The Socialists had it all their own way. 
There was no one to stand in their path 
or to offer interference. Indeed, sympathy 
and tangible assistance was freely prof- 
jered them by al’ democratic governments.

We don’t think that America wil! ever 
want to swallow the stuff. Wherefore, we 
rise to make a motion that the Socialists in 
our midst be turned over. forthwith, to the 
custody of the Society for the Prevention 
of Unnecessary Noises.

Checking Brains With Coats and Hats— 
Anglo-Saxon Habit. 


«*'NCE Anglo-Saxons have for many years 
J been im the habit of checking their 
brains with their coats as they enter the 
auditorium, they logically suppose such a 
habit ought to prevail in an even more uni- 
versal fashion ifn war time. And while 
everything is being done to keep the re 
cruits straight morally in the camps, and 
the soldiers free from vice at the front, it 
does not seem to oecur to the caterers to 
public theatrical taste that the exhibitions 
of allurement skilfully provided for the so)- 
diers on leaye can be anything but cheer- 
ingsy helpful. Im August, 1917, the London 
Atnenaeum commented on the dramatic sea- 
son as follows: “Triviality remains its 
characteristic note, with overtones of the 
lighter pornegraphy.” “The London Times” 
in 1917, speaking of the year just closed, 
said, “It would almost seem as if the war 
hed had A stultifying effect on the” play- 
wright’s imagination.” 

It is true that Pinero, Jones, Shaw, Yeats, 
Calsworthy, Barker, Bennett, Masefield, 
have written no play inspired by the war 
that can possibly be counted a notable 
achievement. It is also true that the large 
rumbBer of war propaganda plays produced 
in London and in New York are innocent of 
art. The one exception to the ceneral depres- 
sion is fortunately the greatest living British 
dramatist Sir James Barrie. And the curious 
thing is that his first two attempts were 
so bad that many of us thought hfs genius 
hed been temporarily eclipsed by the war. 
His short play, “Der Tag.” first published 
ia the New York Times, was simply neg- 
tigible. It seemed incredib'e that Barrie 
could be flat, but flat he assuredly was. 
Then he wrote a “revue” for Gaby Deslys 
that caused “The Athenaeum” almost a 
fainting fit. But since then he has restored 
faith to his followers and life to the stage 
by producing three masterpieces, the first 
of which is partly concerned with the war, 
while the second and third are direct repre- 
sentatives of it. 1 refer, of course, to the 
beautiful and charming “Kiss for Cinder- 
ella,” admirably acted in America by Maude 
Adams; to “The New World.” a subtle study 
of the relations between father and son, and 
te the almost tntolerably !mpressive drama, 
“The Old Lady Shows Her Medals.” This 
lest is altogether the greatest play preduced 
by the war. It is an impeccable work of 
centus. 

Furthermore, in the year 1918, Barrie 
finally made up his mind to publish his 
complete dramatic works, which means the 
enrichment of English literature... His writ- 
ton stage directions, apart from the wonder 
and beauty of his dialogue, are unique and 
»recioug specimens of literary and phycho- 
logical art. 


Poetry Has Gained the Most 
From War Inspiration. . 


N THE whole poetry has gained more 
by the war than any other form of lit- 
erature. This may be partly owing to the 
fact that a renaissance of poetry had set in, 


toth in Great Britain and America, before: 


the war started. Poets of established repu- 
tation have made notable additions to their 
fome, and a host of hitherto unheard of 
writers have acquired reputation. One rea- 
son for this is that youth takes to writing 
rhymes ag a duck to water; think of the 
vast number of staid business men of mid- 
dle age who have béen guilty of adolescent 
cdest Amid the millions of young men in 
the trenches, it is not surprising that so 
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loved lHterature, he there gave mo indication 
of hie true abiitty. The War wae 
tion, and his greatest poems came sot 
of the fierce heat of the conflict, wittch fused 
his soul and language. 
“I Have a Rendezvous with Death,” but not 
eo many are familiar with the splendid 
“Ode in Memory of the American Volun- 
teers Fallen in France.” So far as we can 
judge, Alan Seeger has made some perma- 
nent contributions to American literature. 
In the early days of the European war 
Vacheil Lindsay wrote his solemn an¢ state- 
ly poem, “Abraham Lincoln Walks at Mid- 
-night.” This is original verse of distinc 
tlon: and the tragedy is made more real by 
the touches of homeliness befitting the 
gaunt figure. 


Masefield’s “ August, 1914," a Poem 
7 hat Will Live Forever. 


the many poems produced by 
Englishmen in the summer of 1914, I 
then thought that “August, 1914,” by John 
Masefield, was” altogether the bests and 
after four years I see no reason to change 
my mind. That particular summer was one 
of the loveliest men remember to have ever 

_wraced the island: the countryside seemed 
to breathe out calm and peace. Then came 
the terrible change, sudden, overwhelming. 
This dramatic contrast is expressed in lan- 
guage worthy of the occasion by the English 
poet, whose elegiac verse harmonizes the 
summer evening, and in its restrained dig- 
nity glorifies the thousands of English rus- 
tics; who have le’t scenes inexpressibly dear 
to fight for England in foreign fields. 


Thomas Hardy was not nearly so fortw 
nate in his poem “Men Who March Away,” 
which was editortally parodied by. the 
New York Sun. In his latest volume, how- 
ever, “Moments of Vision,” the war has in 
spired a -umber of lyrics that must take 
rank among his best. The one with the 
title taken from the Book of Jeremiah, “In 
Time of ‘the Breaking of, Nations’, has the 
touch of permanence, the last stanza re- 
minding one of the conclusion of Brown- 
ing’s “Love Among the Ruins.” 

William Watson echieved his best not in 
hig Kaiser curse, but tn the little poems 
“There's pansies--that's for thouahts” His 


patriotic poetry, however, which appeared 


in the two volumes published in 1917, is 
strong and glowing. 


Alfred N@yes, who had prophesied in 1911 
that England, who hated war, would surely 
fight for a great idea, has written mach ad- 
mirable verse during the last four years. 
The first stanza of his fine poem “The 
Searchlights” should make one want to read 
the rest. 


“Shadow by shadow, stripped for fight, 
The lean black cruisers search the sea. 

Night-long their level shafts of light 
Revolve, and find no enemy. 

Only tney know each leaping wave 

May hide the lightning, and their grave.” 


New Verse Follows the Lead 
of Realistic Novel. 


OME of the most original poems of the 

present war have been written by W. 
W. Gibson, in the collection called “Bat. 
tle.” . These illustrate the immense differ- 
ence between the poetry produced by this 
war and that which rose from nineteenth 
century struggles. The very fact that the 
modern soldier i: not regarded merely as 
a fighting machine, but as a complex men 
tality, is shown by the variety of minister- 
ing servites performed by tne Y.M.C.A. huts 
—books, music, motion pictures, literary 
_ lectures —-is also plainly revealed *n the tone 
of the war poetry of the day. Instead 
ef being -sentimental or tromboney, it is 
analytical and psychological. Here verse 
has followed the lead of the realistic novel. 
When I was a small boy I supposed the 
ideal war novels had appeared in Oliver 
Optic’s “Army and Navy Stories”—don’t you 
remember Tom Somers and Jack Somers? 
Bat the true novels of war had already 
been written by Tolstoy and Zola, the for- 
mer of whom was followed by Stephen 
Crane and the latter by Henri Barbusse.

@ vValuable® introduction by the American, 
Lieut. C. E. Andrews; “A Treasury of War 
Poetry,” by G. H. Clarke: “A Book of 
Verse of the Great War,” by W. R. Wheeler, 
with an introduction’ by Prof. C. M. Lewis; 
the volumes of Georgian poetry that appear 
regularly in England, and Mr. Braithwaite's 
annual American anthology of megazine 
verse. I think, too, that those who read 
Mais’s book of criticism, called “From 
Shakespeare to O. Henry,” will be surprised 
at the excellence of many of -the poems 
written by his young Engiish pupils. 

In looking back over the English and 
American poems that have appeared since 
1914 one is forced to the conclusion that 
a large amount of true poetry has been pro- 
“uced by the war. If I had to, pick the best 
three poems I should choose “August, 1914,” 
by John Masefield; “I Have a Rendezvous 
with Death,” by Alan Seeger, and “The Sol 
dier,” by Rupert Brooke. 


Although Americans have not in the 
departments of poetry and prose _fic- 
tion equalled the work of Englishmen, 


there is one branch of literature where we 
stand pre-eminent, thanks to one man. If a 
universal vote could be taken today in all 
the countries outside of the Central Powers 
on the two questions, Who is the world’s 
greatest living statesman’? Who has made 
the greatest speeches on the war? the 
answer to both would unquestionably be 
Woodrow Wilson. His speeches will remain 
ee a part of political literature. 

One good literary result of the war is that 
Americans have succeeded tn learning the 
first-and last stanzas of “The Star Spangled 
Panner,” although the word “when” is usu- 
ally erroneously substituted for the original 
“for” in the expression “for our cause it Is 
ust.” “The Star Spangled Banner’ is a 
true poem of imperishable quality, and, 
with the exception of the “Marseillaise” is 
the best national naymn in the world. I wish 
every American could see the soldiers stand- 
ing at attention as the band plays the in- 
epiring music that accompanies this song. 
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it would take tone story to 
all the Wonders that heave to do with te 
rusking of shoes. In addition to the mia 
chines préper this plent has men who mal- 
ufacture only tools to make the machines, 
and it has a large department which might 
be called a researc) laboratory. This ts 
devoted to making experimental machines 
and machine parts, and connected with it 
are more than 100 Inventors, who do noth- 
ing else but work on tmprovements in shoe 
vechinery. Each of the inventors has his 
own private room fr his work. He has 
two draughtsmen who make designs ac- 
cording to his directions, and a. mechanic

This work in the research laboreteory 
shows some of the advantages of the pres- 
ent organization of the shoe machinery in- 
dustry. The shoe machines are for the 
most part leased out to the factories on a

mele by them, and the more efficient and 
s'eedier the machines the greater the re- 
ceipts of the company. Some of the fac- 
tories buy certain machines outright, but 
most of them prefer to pay a low royalty 
on their output. The United Shoe Machin- 
ery Company makes the machines and in- 
stalls them. It sends out its agents to give 
them regular inspection, and sees that they 
are kept in order and supplied with re- 
pairs. The royalty on the 300,000,000 pairs 
of shoes of all types and grades which will 
be used in the United States this year is 


on the average less than 3 cents per pair . 


for the use of all the machines which the 
company supplies. and no pair of shoes 
pays a higher royalty than 6 cents. When you 
are charged $10 or $12 for a pair of shoes 
you may know that the increased*cost has 
gone into some other’ man's pockets than 
into those of the men who make this ma- 
chinery; for the factories have had to pay 
to them less than 6 cents on that pair of 
shoes. The new Pershing shoes, which are 
costing Uncle Sam upward of $6.50 per pair, 
pay between 5 and 6 cents per pair for all 
of these machines which are used In mak- 
ing them, and there has been no increase 
iz the regular royalties on account of the 
war. 

It is this method of leasing shoe ma- 
chines that h enabled large and «mall 
factories to Started all over the coun- 
try, and has kept out large combinations in 
the shoemaking industry. The man wi 


the small capital pays no more for his ma- ” 


chinery insta:lation than the man with the 
large capital, and all that a compeny has 
needed to start in business has lbeen its 
credit, its power plant, its workmen and 
its raw material.

UR Amerfcan boys in France are said to 

be green with envy at the comfortable 
1oominess of the British uniforms and their 
f£enerous supply of pockets. The American 
uniform is shy on pockets, shy on room 
space, and very shy on comfort. In fact 
Sammy has been called upon to sacrifice 
for trim nattiness—i| faut suffrir pour 
etre belle.

American pockets were obvi- 
ously designed to accommodate a silk hand- 
kerchief and a visiting card—anything more 
produces disastrous effect. 

To live in the trenches In such a svelte 
fitting uniform must certainly add to war's 
tribulations. So the men are clamoring for 
space and the designers are striving for 
some happy golden mean between a strait- 
jacket and a bathrobe. It ought not to be 
impossible. Sammy insists that he can leok 


pockets and a box-pleat somewhere if they * 


will only give him a chance. The Woman's 
l.and Army uniform, about which the ladies 
bave been guyed so unmercifully, makes 
many more concessions to comfort a.d prac- 
ticality than the kind Sammy is expected 
to sally forth to war in.

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THE EAGLE—SYMBOL. 


United States. 


T IS interesting, in these days, to con- 

sider the why and wherefere of the 

British lion, the double-headed eagle of 

Austria-Hungary, the lion rampant of 
Belgium, the lictor fasces of France, and 
the crescent of Turkey, to say nothing of 
the many smaller heraldic emblems which 
are used in national coats of arms and all 
of which are closely linked with the history 
of the countries on whose shields they 
figure. 

The eagle which fights on both sides of 
the present battle line is one of the most 
ancient heraldic figures. As a heraldic bird, 
it is of pagan antestry. The bird of Jove, 
it came to be adopted as the standard of 
Roman emperors and remained in use after 
Christianity had been generally embraced. 
Charlemagne is said to have employed it as 
hig standard. The early German emperors 
used the eakle “displayed”—with body up- 
right and the wings raised. This eagle 
forms the decoration of Charlemagne’s 
sword, which is still preserved in Vienna. 

Tradition hag it that Godfrey de Bouillon, 
the first Christian King of Jerusalem, bore 
the eagle standard at the battle of Moslem 
in 1080. It was the standard adopted by 
Henry Ill, Holy Roman Emperor The 
Vicars of the Empire Lords of its Marches 
also bore the eagle as their device as well 
as the Emperor and King of the Romans. 
In this way the eagle came to Italy as a 
heraldic emblem. The Count of Savoy as 
Margrave of the Empire in Italy bore the 
royal bird on his shield. The single-headed 
eagle displayed which represented the Em- 
pire Was also used as supporter of the 
Savoy escutcheon. It still appears on the 
Cross of the Order of the Crown of Italy. 
The single-headed eagle which now figures 
as the main device of the standard of the 
German Empire had become the recognised 
standard of the Holy Roman Empire when 
Frederick Rgrbarossa was crowned at Rome 
im 1156. 


The Double-headed Eagle Was 
a Symbol of Early Civilization. 


ISTORIANS vary greatly in their ac 

counts of the origin of the double 
hegded eagle, which is the principal figure 
upon the coat of arms of Austria-Hungary 
and, until the recent revolution, upon that 
of Russia. According to most heraldic ex- 
plorers the Holy Roman emperors horrowed 
the symbol of the double-headed eagle from 
the Byzantine emperors. When the Hagle 
of the East declined it ig said that Sigis- 
mund joined the eagles together and em- 
ployed them with one body and two heads 
as a symbol of his sovereignty over the two 
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empires. But other authorities contend 
that the Byzantine emperors had taken the 
symbol] from the Turkish dynasty of the Sel- 
juks. One authority, Prof. Ramsay of Aber- 
deen, finds that the Seljuk emperors took 
the symbol, very probably, from the ruins 
cf Eyuk, in northern Capafoccia, where it 
appeared as one of the most important 
relics of an early civilization. 

The double-headed: eagle descended to 
Austria-Hungary naturally enough through 
the Holy Roman Empire. 

Russia acquired the double-headed eagle 
as @ heraldic charge in 1472 through the 
marriage of the Grand Duke Basilovitz of 
Moscow to Sophia, daughter of Thomas 
Paieclogus and niece of the last Emperor 
of Byzantine, Constantine XIV. The rulers 
of Serbia and Bosnia also assumed the 
double-headed eagle of Byzantium. 


After the double-headed eagle had become 
known as the standard of the “Huly Poman 
Kmpire the single-headed eagle came to ve- 
long distinctively to the King of the Ro- 
mans, who aoguired the double-headed de- 
vice on his election to the Imperial office. 

In the royal arms of Russia (now, of 
course, no longer representative.) the 
double-headed eagle, sable, with. red beak 
and claws, held in its right claw tre im- 
perial scepter and In its left the orb On 
the breast of the eagle was a shield where- 
en were the arms of Moscow—the mounted 
figure of St. George slaying the dragon. 

Around this shield were the collar and 
badge of the Russian order of Saint An- 
drew. On the right wing of the eagle there 
were four escutcheons’. These represented 
the provinces of the Russien Empire—Ka- 
zan, a dragon; Poland, an eagle displayed; 
Taurida, a double-headed eagle displayed: 
Kiev, the Archangel! Michael diademmed and 
holding a flaming sword. On the lef: wing 
ther provinces were represented by their 
special coats of arms, among them being 
Astrakhan, Kabarda, Iberia, Kartilinia, Ar- 
menia, Circassia, Georgia and Finland. 
Each head of the eagle was crowned and 
the Imperial crown rested over both. 


Austro-Hungarian Eagle is Very 
Similar to that of Russia. 


HE arms of the Austro-Hungarian Em- 

pire do not differ so widely from those 
which, until March, 1917, were those of 
Russia. That is, the difference is not per- 
ceptible to the casual observer. Not only 
was the central figure of the coat of arms 
the same, but the general appearance of 
the national coat of arms of the two coun- 


are eleven crowned escutcheons. On the 
right wing are Hungary, Esclavonia, Aus- 
tria, Salzburg, Styria and the Tyrol. On 
the left wing are Bohemia, at the top; Il- 
lyria, Esclavonia, Moravia impaling Silesia 
and Carinthia. If supporters are used they 
are two griffins of gold, with black wings. 
and breasts. 

Germany has for its coat of arms a black 
eagle with claws and tongue of red. The 
crown of Charlemagne is above its head. 
Upon its breast is a shield emblazoned with 
the Emperor's personal arms, which are the 
royal arms of Prussia; on a silver shield a 
black eagle displayed, crowned, bearing on 
its breast a small escutcheon of the House- 
of Hohenzollern, which ig quartered in sil- 
ver and black. 

A charming story is connected with that 
@iost frequent and ancient of royal French 
heraldic devices, the fleur-de-lis. 

The ancient chroniclers assert that when 
Clovis, King of the Franks, became con- 
verted to Christianity with many thousands 
of his followers, the Virgin Mary. in token 
of her pleasure at the conversion sent the 
fleurdedis to Clovis direct by an angel 
from heaven. The lily has always been the 
epecial flower of the Virgin, and from that 
time forth it took its place in the standard 


of France. There are, however, writers 
who contend that the fleur-de-lis is not a 
flower at all, but that the design is derived 
from a spear-head. However that may be, 
the French bishops at the Council of Trent, 
when pleading the richt of their sovereign 
to precedence brought forward in support 
of his claim the fact that the Lilies upon 
his escutcheon had been sent to a former 
French monarch direct from Heaven. - 

Still other authorities declare that the 
fleur-de-lis won its place among the heraldic 
deviees of France through a rebus repre- 
senting Louis or “Luys” VII, who had the 
surname of F'orus. 


An Eagle Ruled for a Time 
on the Shield of France. 


HE lilies triumphed upon the shield of 

France until 1789, when the three 
fleurs-de-lis disagpeared to be succeeded in 
time by the Napoleonic eagle. The eagle of 
Napoleon was not at all the bird which has 
attained such prominence on the coats of 
arms of other countries. It was not a me- 
diaeval eagle and was unknown to heraldry, 
as it belonged to the antique or clussical 
instead of to the mediaeval type of royal 
bird. The armr of the Napoleonic Empire 
were azure, an exgie rising, its head turned 
toward the left, grasping in both its claws a 
golden thunder-bolt. 

Under the restoration the three fleurs-de- 
lis again appeared upon the coat of arms of 
France; then came the arms of the Third 
Republic. Today thé coat of arms of the 
French Republic on a tri-colored shield dis« 
plays the letters R-F on either side of the 
Iictor fasces, the whole encircled with lau- 
tel branches. The symbol of the lictor 
Rests sovereignty, the laurel victury. 

A pretty story is told by some of the his- 
torlans of Napoleon's entrance into a 
French cathedral city in the days when his 
eagles.were taking their most glorious 
tights and Europe was at his feet. 

It happened that the cathedral windows 
were, some of them, decorated with the de- 
sign of the fleur-de-lis. Eager partisans, 
had covered up these windows so that the 
lilies would not be seen. 

The Emperor, sharp of eye as ever, in- 
quired the reason for the obscuration of the 
windows. 

“They bear the fleur-de-lis design and 
there is no time to change it,” explained 
fome one. “So we covered it up, fearing it 
might offend Your Majesty.” 

“The lilies of France,” said Na; oleon, 
“have led her song to victory through many 
wars. Surely every son of France should 
be proud of them.” 

it is needless to add that the windows 
were immediately uncovered. 

Of equal importance with the eagle in 
heraldry is the lion, which appears up- 
cn’ a number of royal banners. Belgium, 
the principal figure of whose coat of arms 
is the lion rampant, soems particulariy en- 
titled to wear the royal beast, as the first 
appearance of the lion Im heraldry ts sup- 
posed to have been on the seal of Philip |, 
Count of Flanders. As the eagle is sym- 
bolical of imperial state and soversignty 
and ig particularly the bird of majesty, the 
lion is equally the beast of royalty, sug 
gesting also tremendous strength end daunt- 
less courage. 

Gufllim, speaking of the lfon in he-aldry, 
says: “It is a lively image of a good sol- 
dier, who must be valiant of courage, strong 
of body, politic In council, and a ‘oe to 
fear.” 

Before long the lion was adopted 1s the 
standard of the Princes of Norway, Den- 
mark and Scotland. Then most vof the 
Kings of Europe, excepting the French 
Kings and the German and Russian Empe- 
rors, adopted the lion as a symbol of their 
royalty. la the reign of Henry III of Eng- 
land the English lions were called leopards. 
At that time heraldry experts were accus- 
tomed to designate the king of beasts as a 
lich only when he was rampant: when he 
was in some other position, passant, ‘or in- 
stance, asin the coatof arms of England. he 
was called qa leopard. Draw and the 
knowledge of anima] anatomy not in 
those days progressed sufficiently to make a 
designation along less broad lines possible. 

The Emperor Frederick If sent three 


leopards to Henry Ill of England, in recog- 


nition of his armorial insignia, when his 
daughter Margaret was married to King 
Alexander III of Scotland. The King’s robe 
of violet sarcenet was decorated with three 
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in front and three at the br <. 
Three little leopards wore also placed in 
tle Queen's robes of violet brocade. et 
tle end of the fifteenth century the Frualis’ 
people and their heralds began to object to 
gay mention of leopards and from that time 
tae leopards became !"ons. A red rampant 
lion on a gold shield is the blazon cf the 
founts of Holland ani was the or'g'inil 
Juazon of the Counts of Hapsburg, who be- 
«ame the Emperors of Austria. 

The coat of arms of Great Britain and 
Ireland is noted for its unicorn, which is a 
fabulous beast, credited by old writers with 
great strength and courage. Its horn was 
suid to contain the most powerful antidote 
fur poisons. In heraldry the presence 
the unicorn signifies extreme courage. 

Since Queen Vi. toria’s coronation t!) 
arms of Great Britaia and Ireland have bee 
quarteriy, one and four red, three lions p-- 
sant guardant (passing with heads turne~ 
gold, for England: a gold shield with re ' 
lion rampant for Scotland within a doubie 
border; sllver harp for treland, the whole 
encircled by the Order of the Garter. 

The crest shows the royal helmet, the 
lambrequin being of cloth of gold, w'th er- 
mine lining: the imperial crown. thereon a 
lion statant guardant, imperially crowned. 

The supporters are a Hien guardant. 
crowned as in the crest, and a uszicorn, sil- 
ver, korged with a coronet. 

The motto is “Dieu et mon Droit.” 

The harp, which appears in the British 
coat of arms as the heraldic symbol of ire- 
sand, Wag anciently used to signify contem- 
plation and was supposed to represent a 
person given to thoughtfulness. 

The small border, or treasure, which sur- 
rounds the arms of Scotland in the 
British coat of arms is the emblem of pres- 
ervation or protection. A legend states 
that the border was given to Achaius, King. 
of the Scots, by Charlemagne as a pledge 
‘that the French lilies should defend the 
Seottish lion. The significance of this lies 
in the design of the border, which is com- 
josed of fleur-de-lis. 

At the base of the British arms the siam- 
rock, the thistle, and the rose grow from 
one stem—significant of the union of Irv- 
land, Scotland and England. 

The crescent moon and stars adopted by 
the Turks as their insignia has a romantic 
origin. 

When Constantinople was a Byzantine city, 
Philip, the father of Alexander the Great, 
tried to reduce it by siege. He was unsuc- 
cessful by day, and when he thouglt toe 
take the city by surprise in the dar« the 
crescent moon and stars appeared and ex- 
posed his warriors to the citizens. In honor 
of her protection of the city the Byzantians 
bullt a statue to Diana and made the cres- 
cent the symbol of the city.

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EVERLY (Mass.)—It was with Sid- 
ney W. Winslow, Jr., that I drove 
out from Boston to Beverly to see 
whether Uncle Sam is to have 
enough machines to make the footgear for 
his army and navy. Beverly is the ceat of 
the company which makes a very large part 
of the shoe machinery of the United States, 
and Mr. Winslow is the son of the man who 
organized and built up the institution which 
has made possible the filling of the vast 
requisitions now made by the government. 

The modern shoe is the child of ma- 
chinery, and it is only through machines 
made for the purpose that ahy style of 
shoe can be turned out in large quanti- 
tiles. The orders for the army already ap- 
proximate 36,900,000 pairs, and when 
have 5,000,000 men in the field we 
require in the neighborhood of three or 
four times that many shoes every year. 
It is not an impossibility that the number 
will reach 100,000,000 pairs of shoes per 
annum. Marching, fighting and the work 
of the trenches eat up leather as wolves 
eat fresh meat, and we have to feed the 
feet of our soldiers as well as their stom- 
achs. In addition to this we have the 
enormous domestic demand, which aver- 
ages about three pairs for every man, 
woman and child in the country, so that 
the needs of the time may rise as high’ as 
190,000,000 pairs of shoes in ome yecr. ~, 
The manufacture of these shoes ‘s the 
task of the leather and shoemaking indus- 
try. The supplying of the machinery upon 

h the output depends is largely the 

task of the United Shoe Machinery Com- 
pany, which sells or leases ita machines 
the hundreds of shoe factories cf th 
United States and to our Allies. It not 
only supplies its machines, but it keeps 
them in order and looks after the'r effi- 
ciency and their capacity for production. 
The great plant where the machines are 
made is here at Beverly, within twenty 
miles of the city of Boston. Boston is 
sometimes called the “Hub of the United 
States.” Beverly is certainly the hub of 
our shoe machinery industry. 


The Man Who Knows All 
About the Shoe Business. 


UT first let me give you a bit of the 

talk as to the machines for wcr shoes 
which I had with Mr. Sidney Witslow on 
our way to the plant. Mr. Winslow knows 
as much about shoe machines as Brer Rab- 
bit did about the original brier patch into 
which he was thrown by Brer For. He 
was born and bred in the shadow of the 
shoe machinery business. Educated at 
Harvard, where he took a course ‘n me- 
chanical engineering, he went into the 
plant here, working his way from one de 
partment to andther until he had mastered 
the processes of making the various ma- 
chimes and had learned the business from 
the ground up. Although the son of the 
president of the company he put in the 
same time as the ordinary mechanic, and 
-ecelved the same wages. 
an hour at the start, and worked ten hours 
a day. At the end of three years, one hot 
July morning when he was about to begin 
@ new job in handling the molten iron of 
the foundries he was called to the affices 
im Boston instead. All this was a number 
of years ago and there he is now, a direc- 
tor of the company and one of the man- 
agers of its business. 

In speaking about the situation brought 
about by the war, Mr. Winslow said: “No 
industry was better prepared to take its 
part im the war than the shoe machinery 
industry. The machines for army work 
have been supplied ag fast as they were 
ordered, and we have been able to give 
every factory doing government work such 
ef our machines at is needed. We could 
do this ‘on account of our leasing 
system. As you probably know, we own 
the most of our machines and lease them 
out to the factories. We know just where

2500 machines for government 
dition to making many hew 
‘the same purpose.

ernment.had ordered 400,000 pairs of such 
shoes for trial, we saw that there would be 
a large demand for the new machines re 
quired to make it. We knew they could 
not make an adequate test with that num- 
ber of shoes, and that they would need sev- 
éral million pairs before they could try the 
type out. Thereupon we took the courage 
of our convictions and the chances of loss, 
and set to making machines for that type 
of shee. It is for this reason that we are 
ready to handle orders now coming in 
from the government without borrowing 
largely from our shoe machines -in the 
other factories. So far, if there has been 
any delay in the shipping of army shoe or- 
ders, it has not been from the lack of shoe 
machinery. One of the factories

got an order for 100,000 pairs of soldiers’ 
shoes. It had its machines fifteen days 
ago, but it has not yet got the leather.” 


Shoe Machines Used im Army 
Cantonments for Repair Work. 


‘“ OES the government require shoe ma- 
chines for the use of the soldiers?” 
I asked. 

“A great deal of our present business is 
making special machines for the War De- 
partment,” replied Mr. Winslow. “Repair 
plants have been established at the army 
cantonments, and a large number of spe 
clal machines for repairing shoes there 
have been furnished. The armp wants 
machines that can be rum by foot power, 
and operated independently of any central 
power plant. Such machines can be easily 
moved from place to.place, and they could 
be carrigd along with the army. As it is 
now the shoes of the soldiers when re 
paired are halfseoled by mechinery, the 
soles being nailed on by a patent nailer, 
which can fasten on a sole in one minute. 
The government has ordered 1400 such ma- 
chines, and we have sent hundreds of other 
repair machines to different parts of the 
country. 

The most of the shoe machinery of the

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world ig made in the United States. It is 
manufactured here and shipped to shoe- 
making establishments all over the earth. 
It wag only a few years ago that most of 
the shoes were made by hand. The parts 
were cut out and given to the cobbler, who 
sewed the leather together. It took a man 
one day to make three shoes or a pair and 
one-half. It took so much labor that if 
the 30,000,000 pairs made for our soldiers 
had been manufactured in that way, it 
would have taken 50,000- cobblers three 
years to make wem. .By means of shoe 
machinery we have single companies that 
have made as many as 40,000 pairs of shoes 
in on@ day, and the McElwain factory, 
which I visited at Manchester, was turning

The factories horé ship over 20,000 different 
machines every year, while the machine 
parts shipped are about 15,000,000. Dur- 
ing my visit to the Beverly plant I went 
through the stockroom which contains 
these parts ready for shipmen* on tele 
graphic order. to any part of the country. 
The stockreom covers about atl.acre and a 
half, and it is filled with shelves contain- 
ing boxes, each of which has its owt spe- 
eral piece or part of machinery. There are 
thousands of different parts stored in this 
room and they are so arranged and labe'ed 
than any can be gotten in five minutes. 
Some of the parts are as big as @ watch 
pivot and others weigh as much as two 
tons. I asked the manager of the room 
how many parts he. had stored there. He 
replied: “Just about as many as there are 
families in the United States. We have 
more than 20,000,000 individual pleces of 
one kind or another and we are now ship- 
ping out ‘about 600,000 parts every week.” 
It takes fifty men to take care of the stock- 
room, and the messenger boys go back and 
forth through the aisles on roller skates. 
Entering the factories you find every 
floor filled with a maze of moving machin- 
ery of the most complicated description. 
The plant makes nothing but machinery 
and machine parts, and the story of its 
varioug processes would form an encyclo- 
pedia almost of the whole steel-making in- 
dustry. There are enormous foundries 
where the molten metal is cast into parts, 
end there are great forging establishments 
where huge steam hammers shape the red- 
hot steel as easi'y as you could shape shoe- 
makers’ wax with your fingers. There are 
lathes which cut the hardest of metal as

Perambulating Distilleries. 


the seizure of a still in a 
bakery in New Mexico, where a quan- 
tity ef alcohol was discovered that had been 
Cistilled from bake-oven fumes, considerable 
discussion has taken place concerning the 
feasibility of manufacturing alcohol rs a by- 
product of bread. 


This still was_a crudely constructed af- 
fair, the vapor from the bread being con- 
ducted from the oven into a worm, which 
was cooled by passing through a barrel of 
water, condensing the vapor. The baker 
fas not arrested, as it was clearly shown 
that no evasion of the law was intended. 
However, possession of the still is in viola- 
tion of the law, and this one was seized by 
the internal revenue service. This baker 
states that quantities of alcohol can be 
manufactured for war use, at @ very small 
cost, by army bakeshops, and bakers in- 
large cities. 

Thus, you see that every one who freely 
consumes new fermented bread biscuits 
is a perambulating distillery. Not y that, 
but every one who mixes sugar and s 
in his stomach, or eats freely of eandy, or 
who consumes sweet “soft drinks,” is also 
manufacturing alcohol in his “interior de- 
partment.”

OLLOWING good suggestions on vege- 
tables are from the California division 
of the National Food Administration: 

“Vegetables comprise too small a part of 
the American diet. 

“Vegetables do not contami as much pro- 
tein and fat, but they are rich in starch 
and mineral salts. Sailors and explorers 
without fresh vegetables suffer from scurvy, 
which these mineral salts prevent in a bal- 
anced diet. : 

“They are excellent for ‘roughage’ Hu- 
man beings cannot live entirely on rich con- 
centrated foods. 

“They not only lehd variety to the diet, 
but are health agents. They give bulk, min- 
eral salts and vitamines. 

“Legumes contain more protein than 
other vegetables and may be used in place 
of meat. 

“The water in which vegetables have 
been boiled can be used for soups or 
gravies or sauces. It contains valuable 
mineral salts, necessary for health.”

Cold feet are not due to any local condl- 
tions, but to the presence of waste matter 
in the blood, the same matter that comes 
out as mucus, when nature starts a house- 
cleaning process in the shape of a “cold,” 
which is really a fever—a burning up of 
waste matter. This “pathogen” as the late 
Dr. Powell termed it, is the chief cause of 
many diseases, Mucoug matter clogs up the 
minute veinlets, preventing free circulation 
of the blood.

lated? especially of too much starch tood. 

In order to cure cold feet you must regu 
late your diet and get your liver to work, 
not by insulting it with drugs, byt by exer- 
c'se, Massage, friction and careful regula- 
tion of the diet, together with proper 
preathing. Especially should you avoid all 
crease and starch. 

Locally, you should wash the feet every 
night, changing the socks daily. Go bare. 
foot as much as you can, especially in wet 
«rass, or paddle in the water? if it is on‘y in 
a bath tub. 


Patent Medicines. 


JURY in the United States Court at 
Tacoma returned a.verdict of guilty on 
all four counts in the case of the govern- 


ment against a patent medicine company, of 


which a Tacoma man is president. The 
charge by the government was that the 
medicinal preparations manufactured by the 
company were labeled with misleading 
statements regarding their curative proper- 
ties and the ingredients, in violation of the 
Pure Food and Drugs Act. 

Intelligent people no longer bite at “won- 
derful cures” by patent medicine, especially 
since the medical fraternity has begun to 
ebandon drugs, after us'ng them so many 
) ears. 

Remember, however, that drugs are no 
less harmful when strictly “ethical,” and 
prescribed by a physician; than when bought 
at a drug store, in the ‘shape of patent medi- 
cines. Indeed, the latter are often simple 
“old women’s remedies,” plus alcohol. 

The “regulars” naturally oppose patent 
medicines, not so much because they may 
injure those who take them, but because 
they seriously interfere with me:lical bust- 
ness. For the same reason they oppose all 
drugiess healers.

Northern Albania 
is today just as it 
was under the Ro- 
man empire — the 
last survivor of me- 
dieval days. 

This wild, inacces- 
sible country is un- 
der the various inde- 
pendent tribes, each 
ruled by & chieftain 
according to laws 
which have been 
handed down orally 
from remote ages. 

These tribesmen 
do not call them- 
selves Albanians. 
Among themselves 
they are known -as 
Shnkypetars, their 
ancient name 

They speak a non- 
STavonic language, 
which was spoken 


_by the Balkan tribes 


before the time of 
Alexander the Great. 
About one-third of 
the words are taken 
from the Celtic Teu- 
tonic, Latin and 
Slav: one-third is 
Aeolic Greek of a 
very archaic form. 
It is extraord'narily 
dificult for a for- 
elgner to speak, and 
the Shkypetars 
claim that nore but 
the native born can 
pronounce their 
queer conscnantal 
sounds correctly. It 
is a proof of the 
marvelous vitality of 
the language that it 
has survived 
through the ages 
ewithout a literature, 
‘wntaught an¢ un- 
written. 

Except where they 
bave intermingled 
with the Slavs and 
other races the 
Shkypetars are tall 
and fair. The av- 
erage mountaineer is 
a thin, wiry, muscu- 
lar person with an 


oval face, aquiline - 


nose, high cheek 
bones, blue-gray 
eyes, fair hair and a 
long, golden mus- 
tache. They seldom 
get fat. 

They wear raw- 
hide elippers in 
which they move 


With their long rifles, their big, stliver- 
mounted pistols of antique type, and their 
silver-sheaved, curved knives these Al- 
banian mountaineers are the most the 
atrical-looking brigands one could imagine. 

The mountain women for the most part 
are beautiful when young, with clear, dell- 
cate complexions, handsome features, and 
tanting, black eyes. After 17, however, 
they soon appear to lose their beauty and 
become prematurely wrinkled and old. 
Their dress ig generally made of dark, red 
cloth, so completely embroidered as to ap- 
pear black. Often the braiding is a marvel 
of needlework and design, and some of the 
costumes, though exceedingly ugly, are or- 
namented in such a manner as to amaze 
the western eye. Many of the women adorn 
themselves with savage ornaments of brass, 
copper and gold. 


The South Albanians of the plains and 
towns are principally Moslems but the 
mountaineers are mostly Catholic with 
some orthodox. «The hillmen combine re- 
ligion strangely with war. They go to the 
Catholic cathedrals with loaded rifles, 
which they place before them as they kneel. 
efore murdering an enemy they will go and 
ask Providence to assist them. 


Processes of Law Courts Too 
Uncertain for This Region. 


HERE is no law in this savage region, 
the tribesmen having a custom known 
ac the blood-féud. The justice of the law- 
court hag been considered uncertain, expen 
sive and unsuited to a nation of warriors. 
According ta,the blood-feud code, if.a person 
has been murdered the nearest relative of 
the deceased is considered justified in 
avenging the death. The assassin is never 
~unished except by those who take up the 
b'ood-feud, but it is seldom that a murder 
foes unavenged. The avenge often happens 
in the middle of a street in broad daylight, 
and few pay the slightest attention to it. 
“It is nothing signore, it is nothing,” 
shrugs the native to the astounded stranz.- 
er unused to such a strange sight. 


There is one instance where a young bride 
of afew months, whose husband was 
treacherously slain, followed the murderer 
all over the Balkans for a year before she 
finally found and killed him. 


The causcs of these unhappy quarrels are 
often very trivial. A dispute over a game at 
cards, or a jostle in the bazaar upon his 
sufficient cause for a man to fire upon his 
neighbor and shoot him dead. And the 
matter would no. end there. Every mem- 
ber of the murdered man’s family is bound 
in honor to seek out and shoot the murderer 
wherever he can find him, or the brother, 
or the son, or some near relative; and hav- 
ing in this manner appeased the spirit of 
his murdered kinsman, the right of blood 
passes over to the family of the original 
murderer. 

A quarrel once aros@ between two friends 
because one had promised the other four- 
teen cartridges, and afterwards refused 
them, and as a result, twelve men lost their 
lives in one day. A terrible feud between 
two mountaineer families had its origin in 
a piz’s eating the young crops of a neigh- 
bor. The owner of the crops shot the pig 


of a blood-feud are serious enough. In Al- 
bania any insult to a woman is promptly 
punished with death. An injured husband 
is bound to avenge the stain on his family 
and himself by shooting the offender, or 
ever remain a disgraced and dishonored 
man. 

The world must not be astonished if it 
iakes some little time and a good deal of 
persuasion to make the Albanians con- 
scious of the beauties of the law-courts’ 
method of settling disputes. 


A Stranger is Safe Until His 
Food Has Been Digested. 


OTWITHSTANDING his barbaric cus- 

toms, an Albanian’s word is his bond. 
rheir code of honor is astounding, even to 
bur western ideas. A word once given by 
those savage tribes is never broken. If a 
stranger eats of their food, even though he 
be am enemy, his person is sscred for 
twenty-four hours afterward; while the food 
remains undigested he may not be injured 
or captured. 


A tribesman of the Skreli, whose father 
had been killed by one of the Klementi, en- 
tered the domain of the latter and slew the 
murderer. In fleeing he stopped at the hut 
of an old woman for food and shelter. 
While there the Dody of his victim was 
brought in. It was the woman's son. A 
second son was on the point of dispatching 
the avenger at once but the mother inter. 
vened and reminded her son that thé Skreli 
had eaten of their food and was thus im- 
mune for twenty-four hours. So they al- 
lowed him to depart. 


Hope for the future of Albania lies in the 
fect that the Albanian, though a warrior 
and a man who prefers to go always armed, 
is, unlike the Montenegrin, a hard worker. 
Among his barren mountains he is a first- 
rate shepherd and, where he has the op- 
portunity, a skillful agriculturist. When 
the mountaineer is not engaged in brigan- 
dage or border raids, which is not very 
often, he is busy raising barley, maize, cat- 
tle, sheep and goats. 


The Albanian of the towns excels as 27 
artificer, armorer, and maker of fine stuffs 
The Albanian zarfs, or coffee-cup holders, of 
ellver filigree are celebrated all over the 
Near East for their beautiful and delicate 
workmanship Their skill in mannfactur- 
irg and ornamenting pistols and yataghans 
is known to every traveler. 


There are no schools in Albania except 
those established by Italian and Austrian 
monks as a part of the political propaganda 
of those powers. Italy and Austria for 
years have been frantically exerting every 
effort to curry favor with the natives, a fact 
which has been glaringly apparent even to 
the rough, uneducated tribesmen them- 
selves. The North Albanian may be en- 
tirely uneducated, a barbarian, and at heart 
a brigand, but he is certainly no fool. Al- 
though he has always considered Italy 
and Austria equally his enemy, he is fight- 
ing valiantly now by the side of the Italian 
in driving out the Austrians. Although 
Italy may havo ulterior motivesin Albania.

have known since the days when 
The Times was a'four page paper, with a 
circulation of about 3000, published six days 
a week, at which time Burton was working 
of a local “contrumpery.” I had not seen or 
heard from him for several years, as ! go to 
The Times office only once a week, to turn 
in my copy, and I suppose it is the same 


with him. He has attained the age of 79, 


after having been given up by allopathic 
doctors in early life as “hopeless.” How- 
ever, that is no unusual experience: 

“I have had it in mind, for months past to 
write to you telling how much I owe to the 
Care of the Body.

“IT was at school, attending one of the 
most advanced colleges in America, fifty 
cr sixty years ago. It was the first college 
in America as far as I know, to recognize 
furmally the three fold nature of mun, by 
providing courses of development, physical, 
imental and moral. This was done by mak- 
ing it obligatory on every stugent to take 
physical exercise regularly every day, for 
several hours in the afternoon. Yet, in 
spite of this, it is marvelous to look back 
from the present day and realize the igno- 
rance prevailing in the institution concern- 
ing the body and the care of it. 


“The curator bought butter by the ton, at 
6 cents a pound. Cabbage and other vege- 
tables in ten ton lots. He also laid in hun- 
dreds of turkers, which were packed away 
for months at a time, in a dark, damp cel- 
lar, where the vegetables and butter lay 
retting, the butter absotbing all the foul 
from the jegetables and 
turkeys. 

“Well, typhoid fever got me. For days I 
lay in the infirmary, without a nurse or a 
coctor. In this college there was no such 
thing as a bathroom or toilet.

Gay having to retire to my room fifteen or 
eixteen times, to bleed like a pig.

We know that some moral an spiritual 
cain rises amid the awful loss; it is also 
clear that the world of art has some enrich- 
ment to show against fearful destruction. 
It will not do to overestimate this. The 
world war has lasted about as iong as the 
American Civil War, and although probably 
many works then produced seemed like ad- 
ditions to literature, we know now that 
very few productions that owed their origin 
to that contest have any permanent ar- 
tistic value. Some of Walt Whitman's best 
poems, notably “O Captain' My Captain!” 
and “When Lilacs Last in the Dooryard 
Bloomeid,” Lowell's “Commemoration Ode,” 
Julia Warde Howe's “Battle Hymn of the 
Republic”—these about exhaust the list. 
Curiously enough, the best poem about the 
Confederate soldiers was written by an Eng- 
lishman, William Ernest Henley. 


No great novel came out of the Civil 
War except “The Red Badge of Courage,” 
produced in 1895 by a young man who had 
never seen that or any other war. it bore 
to 1860-65 a time-relation analogous to that 
between “War and Peace” and 1812. 


“Creat” Novel of Today May Lose 
Against Devouring T ime. 


ET, despite this meager |! 
suppose that fifty years ago readers es- 
timated their war poems and stories more 
highly than we regard them now. Indeed, 
I can remember when “ A Fool's Errand” 
was heralded on all sides as a great novel: 
people spoke of it with awe. This fact 
should lead us to be rather cautious in as- 
signing permanent fame to this or that new 
book. A work may have particular interest 
in its own day and generation, give 
pleasure and even inspiration to many, and 
yet lose the ficht against devouring time.

“side the realms of pure Mterature—-dealing 
with European battlefields, with economic 
conditions both real and speculative, with 
the problematical basis of permanent peace, 
need hardly be Gonsidered here.

The Estab ished Position of 
“Mr. Britling”’ Literature. 


HE best novel in the English language 
thus far produced by the war is “Mr. 
Britling Sees It Through,” by H. G. Wells. 
tlere is a book that owes its plot, charac- 
‘rs, style and spirit to the war. To see the 
profound change that has come over our 
uthor, one has only to remember “Mar 
iieve,” “Ann Veronica,” ‘“Tono-Mungay,” 
“The New Machiavelli,” and others. These 
stories had almost every quality except 
"orm. They were busy, noisy, talkative, 
rostiess; they indicated clearly enough a de- 
» re to reform society, but the reforms were 
to come through quast-scientifiC or quasi- 
-ocialistic legislation, rather than through 
the religitus regeneration of the individual 
man. Despite hig zeal for radical improve- 
1rent all along the line, I should never have 
eyplied to him or to his books the adjective 
t: iritual, 

The war was the means of his conversion, 
is an orthodox evangelist might put _§ it. 
\Vithout losing any of his zeal for Parlia- 
'_entary and social reform, and fortunately 
without loving any of his great literary 
ability, religion moved up from last to first 
vlace in his heart. In “Mr. Britling” we 
have a pewerful realistic novel, one of the 
best of our time; the social life in England, 
es affected by the war, is reported with ex- 
t~eordinary skill; even the hockey game is 
indelioly imipressed on the reader's memory.

ERSONALLY I regard it as unfortunate 

that Mr. Wells felt it necessary to fol- 
low up the triumph of this tale with a 
treatise on theology called “God the Invisi- 
ble King,” and with a propagandist, sec- 
tarian novel called “The Soul of a Bishop.” 
The Invisible King of Kings seemed so 
similar to the founder of the Christian re- 
ligion that it needed a specific disclaimer 
from Mr. Wells to convince us otherwise. 
He said his last word on religion in “Mr. 
Britling,” wheg he made the point that 


God of Christian people. He assuredly is; 
and it is worth nothing that the German Em- 
peror, Who is forever talking about the Lord 
of Hosts, whom he calls Gott, has so far as 
I know made no reference to the Christian 
God, who is as unlike Gott as charity is 
unlike cruelty. The effect on agnostics 
made by “God the Invisible King” is shown 
in William Archer's ironical yet reverent 
rejoinder; while as for Christians, why on 
carth should they go about trying to dis- 
eover an Invisible King when they have One 
was visible’ 

The latest work by Mr. Wells dealing with 
the war is “In the Fourth Year,” published 
in May, 1918. Many pages in it will arouse 
sharp dissenf, yet no one, I[ think, can fail 
to be touched by the last paragraph, in 
which he bears renewed and eloquent testi- 
mony to his religious faith and to his opti- 
mistic belief that after German militarism 
is crushed the Kingdom of God will rule the 
earth. “I am a man who looks now toward 
the end of life; fifty-one years have I 
scratched off from my calendar, another 
slips by, and I cannot tell how many more 
of the sparse remainder of possible years 
are really mine. I live in days of hardship 
and privation, when it seems more natural 
to feel ill than well; without holidays or 
rest or peace; friends and the sons of my 
friends have been killed; the newspapers 
that come into. my house tell mostly of 
blood and disa8ter, of drownings and slaugh- 
teriags or of cruelties and base intrigues. 
Yet never have I been so sure that there is 
a divinity In man and that a great order of 
human life, a reign of justice and world- 
wide happiness, of plenty, power, hope and 
migantiec creative effort, lies close at hand. 
Even now we have the science and the 
etility available for a universal welfare, 
thourh it ts scatte-ed about the world like 
a handful of money dropped by a child: 
even now there exists all the knowledge 
that is needed to make mankind universally 
free and human life sweet and noble. We 
need but the faith for it, and it Is at hand; 
we need but the courage to lay our hands 
upon it, and in a little space of years it 
can be ours.” 


“Changing Winds” and “The Tree of 
Heaven” Have Taken Their Places. 


O OTHER English-written novel pro- 

duced by the war is so deeply impres- 
sive as “Mr. Britling:” but a sumber of 
important works of fiction have appeared 
from other authors, all of whom, however, 
were writers of reputation before 1914. I 
know of no book by a previously unknown 
novelist that has commanied the attention 
of the public, which seems rather strange. 
St. John Ervine, who had preduced one 
somber and one hilarious story, acaieved 
romething well above the general average 
in “Changing Winds,” which snowea hoa a 
group of quite different young men were 
affected by the war, and inciaentau.y threw 
a strong light on the Sinn Fem reBellion. 
May Sinclair was forced to give an wun 
natural twist to her storw, “The Belfry,” to 
make it come within the category of war 
books, but in her novel, “The Tree of 
Heaven,” the war ig the dominating factor. 
‘t is a commentary on how speedily some 
books are forgotten that, so far as I know, 


not a single critic or reviewer has remem- 


bered that this striking title was chosen by 
Robert W. Chambers for a book of short 
stories which he produced in 1907. Tae 
earlier scenes in Miss Sinclair’s “Tree” @a- 
hibit some of the best work she has ete: 
done, and one is made to feel ama cac 
brightness the shadow of the approaca.ag 
world-tragedy. The way it takes son after 
son, the way women are affected and the 
extraordinary diversity of human beings pre- 
sented in this story are matters for high 
praise; to me the book is marred by the 
young woman who sees things: she sees 
altogether too much for my credulity Per- 
haps, however, this is a part of the book's 
realism, for people are never so credulous as 
in time of war. 


“Christine” Clever That 
is Anonymous. 


NE of the cleverest, though not one of 
the greatest war novels, is “Christine,” 
which purports to be actual letters written 
by a yeung English girl from Germany to 
her mother in the days preceding the war; 
the correspondence abruptly ceases, owing 
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to the’ heroines death from pneumonia. 
“The New York Nation” was taken in by 


‘this book, as well as many other journals, 


both in America and in England. The pub- 
lishers themselves do not know the name 
of the author, nor anything about the cir- 
cumstances under which the manuscript 
was written; but | imagine that it has been 
pretty well established that it came from 
the same hand that produced “Blizabeth 
and Her German Garden.” 

Eden Phillpotts, Hugh Walpole and W. J. 
Locke have each and all written novels 
dealing with the war, but in no case have 
surpassed their best previous effort. The 
effect of the otubreak of the war in 1914 
on rank and riches has been admirably por- 
trayed in Archibald Marshall's charming 
story, “The Old Order Changeth,” the fourth 
in his series dealing with the Clinton fam- 
ily. When the aristocratic old squire bursts 
into denunciation of the multi-millionaire, 
Armitage Brown, who at first thought his 
duty would be fulfilled simply by paying in- 
creased taxes, we hear not merely the voice 
<f one man, but the voice of England. 

Of the three main @ranches of creative 
Iiterature, the ncvel, poetry and the drama. 
the last named ie the only one that has 
more really suffered by the war. Despite the 
fact that there are more good English writ- 
ing dramatists Ifving today than at any time 
during the last three centurtes, the English 
and American stage has on the whole !os« 
rather than gained by the war. There is a 
reason for this. Even in times of peace 
the attitude of the Anglo-Saxon 
thea public has made ft difficn't t» 
maintain good high-class drama and im»os- 
sible to have anything like a national 
drama. For the average person sufposes 
the only function of the theater is to amuse 
and entertain him, or, failing that, at any 
rate to “rest” him.

The Slav is the Naiural Enemy 
of the Albanian. 


T IS the Slav, however, that the Albanian 

considers as his real foe, Between the 
two there stand centuries of hatred and 
bleod-feud. When the Slavs and Bulgars 
swept over the land like a swarm of locusts, 
the original inhabitants were either exter- 
minated or fied to the mountains, where 
they led & fighting existence against what 
was termed authority, but which to their 
minds was the tyranny of the supplanter 
and usurper. The Albanian, regards the 
Slay as an intruder, a robber, and the de- 
streyer of his home; while the Slav looks 
upen: the Albanian as an inconvenient per- 


Shkypetars have held their own for over 
1000 years against successive waves of 
Slavs, Bulgars and Turks. By their long 
and stubborn fight they have earned over 
and over again their right to the barren 
rocks which go to make up their patrimony. 
They are the last remnants of the oldest 
race in Europe, for they represent peoples 
who preceded the Greeks. They were 
deep-rooted in the soil of the Balkan penin- 
sula ages before the first Slav crossed the 
Danube. If the Serb and Bulgar have ac- 
quired a right to the lands from which they 
drove the ancient tribes, at least the Shky- 
petars have justified their claim to the rocks 
end shore from which no enemy, Slav, Bul- 
gar, or Turk; has been able to dislodge 
them. 

Albania was conquered me! the Turks in 
the fifteenth century, shortly after Con- 
stantinople fell.

A 
German prince, William of Wied, was 
chosen as king, and a regular, made-to-order, 
bureaucratic government was introduced. 
Civilized Europe now had fond hopes of 
tuaking a peaceful place of the Shkypetar 
ceuntry, but soon found out that a transi. 
tion from the Middle Ages to the twentieth 
century could not be accomplished by a 
stroke of the pen. William soon discovered 
that the fellow who said, “Uneasy lies the 
head that wears a crown,” knew what he 
was talking about. It didn’t take the moun- 
tain chieftains long to make the place too

Fatherland.” The world might have heard 
more of Albania then but the European war 
eoon broke out, overshadowing everything 
vise with its importance.

Habylonica, is native to China, 

we have some fine hybrid forms origina 

ing in the United States. They hybridiz 

very readily, even in the wilds, and th. 
writer knows of at least one in a willow 
grove near Oak Knoll, between Los An. 
geles and Pasadena, that seems to be a 
hybrid between the weeping willow and 
some near-by native species. Doubtless 
a bee was responsible for this mixed 
family relation. 

The range of our seventeen native 
California species is from large trees 
very rarely fifty feet high to loWly shrubs. 
Of the larger three or four species, trees 
may be found in nearly all parts of the 
State. Some varieties of willows are 
found even in the Arctic zone and are the 
most diminutive trees kaown, being at ma- 
turity but a few inches high. The black 
willow of California, Salix nigra, and the 
related aspen, Populus tremuloides, are 
also found in the extreme eastern part ot 
the United States, being the two most 
widely Gistributed trees in North America 
The aspen is the more common of the two. 
One of our larger species, the yellow wil- 
low, 8S. lasiandra, is found from the sea- 
side up to an altitude of 8500 feet, and 
several shrubby species are found at from 
9000 to 11,900 feet. Although willows are 
not often planted for decorative purposes, 
they are our most important trees in con 
fining streams to eer channels. 


Night-blooming Cactus. 
No more may we speak of the “climb- 
ing, night-blooming cactus,” for the botan-

cereus and placed it under the name se- 
lenicereus, which really is a serious mat- 
ter, for the reason that “night-blooming 
cereus” is an old and _ well-established 
popular name. There are about twenty dis 
tinct species of these cacti, all natives of 
South America, and three species and 
some hybrids are more or less common 
here. Cereus grandifiorus, C. MacDon- 
aldae and C. hamatus are our favorites. 
Although we picture the latter as a hybrid, 
no one can determine this from a phot> 
eraph. All are of the easiest culture and 
all will flower profusely when of sufficient 
age. Those who grow more than one 
especies are well aware that the flowers are 
not as much alike as the general public 
belioves. 


The Bive Pilumbago. 

It is a wonder that those who have old 
buildings and other unsightly objects do 
not more commonly plant the ordinary 
blue plumbago for cover. It makes a heavy 
growth under all conditions and so quickly 
and surely hides all under its generous 
mantle. It cares neither for food or water, 
yet blooms more continuously than any 
other vine or shrub we raise. A few years 
ago a row of it was plented in Elysian 
Park, in pure shale, without real soil, but 
still it grew and flowered all the time. It 
came to us from South Africa. where it 
grows under very difficult’ conditions and 
will therefore thrive without care of any 
sort. As it is very pleasing in general ap- 
pearance, its wider use as a screen is ew

The flowers are large and golden vellow 
and the plant Will grow almost any place 
and produce flowers abundantly. The ear- 
ly settlers dubbed the plant “Buena M4- 
jer” or “Good Woman,” because the leaves 
stick so tightly to one. To woolly or tuzzy 
cloth they seem glued, closely do they 
cling to the very warp, much labor tas 
entailed in their removal unless they are 
allowed first to dry, when they fall away. 


Seif-sterile Plants. 

There are many plants generally. but 
not always self-sterile, or incapable of set- 
ting seeds or fruits from self-pollenation. 


That is, pollen must come from other 
plants of like kind before they will be pr. 
Among the Most marked examples we fin.! 
the Spanish or Italian chestnut, which 
often bears big burrs with no nuts. Or. 
chardists usually plant more than one kind 
of apples and pears, for these two clos-lr- 
related fruits often are seif-sterile. Well- 
known apples, often-faulty in this respect, 
are Belifieur, Gravenstein, Northern Spy. 
Rambo, Red Astrachan and Spitzenberg. 
Others, like the Baldwin and Greening, are 
generally self-fertile. Aniong self-sterile 
pears are: Anjou. Bartlett, Winter Nelis 
and several with cumbersome French 
names. There are nearly as many that tre 
self-fertile. Some plums and grapes Are 
also uncertain, while some strawberries 
are positively “unbearable” (the plants, 
not the fruits) having no stamens in the 
flowers, so that pollen must come from 
other blossoms or “no stlawbellies today” 
will be the result. Few ornamental planis, 
or even wild fruits, have this character: 
istic. 


Weeds in Walks. 

Weeds in garden walks are a #erioits 
foe of neatness and often a detriment to 
pleasant walks on dewy or foggy morn- 
ings.

LTHOUGH a total of 3000 tons of 
- strawterries was raised in the Los 
Angeles district during the 1917 sea- 
soh on an area of 3050 acres, Southern 
California has an exceptional opportunity 
in the growing British demand for great- 
ly imcreasing this output, according to 
Dr. George P. Clements, head of the agri- 
cultural department of the Los Angeles 
Chamber of Commerce. That the soldiers 
of the Allied forces are to be supplied 
with jams from Southern California 
fruits, with a consequent greatly enlarged 
market following the war, is his belief 
upheld by the recent visit of a Canadian 
authority. 

Dr. A. Macinnes of St. Williams, Nor- 
folk county, Ontario, Canada, a member 
of a Canadian firm operating probably 
the largest jam factory in Nurth America, 
has just returned north after an extended 
tour, during the course of which he thor- 
oughly studied Southern California as a 
possible supply point for almost unlim- 
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in a Carload of Jam? 


ited quantities of strawberries for jam. - 


Mr. Macinnes wants, right now, an all- 
the-year-around supply of two. carloads 
‘each week. He stated after thorough in- 


vestigation of the cultural possibilities for 
strawberries in ituis locality that his firm 
would purchase the necessary land here 
and plant it to strawberries if there ap- 
peared no other way of securing this de 
sired supply. By means of pulping the 
fruit before shipping, Mr. Macinnes 
stat>.. long distance handling of this per- 
ishabdle fruit for the purpose of jam man- 
ufacturing ie altogether practical. 

In order to fit the supply to the con- 
tinuous demand, the increased production 
of varieties of berries, which in this cii- 
mate bear the year around, is the step 
already being taken by progressive grow- 
ers. Probably one-half of the Southern 
California acreage is now set out to the 
Brandywine, a berry so constant in its 
prodrec* sn that it is being planted in ever 
increasing quantities. The Klondyke is 
the next popular variety, bearing tts one 
heavy crop im the spring months and & 
second and lighter crop in the fall. 

The Brandywine is practically an ever- 
bearing variety, having dormant periods 
between pickings, but carrying crops at 
all seasons of the year, and it is believed

While it is possible to keep the berries 
in cold storage and to ship them in iced 
cars, thus preserving them for some time 
after the rush of the spring season, and 
while this system is practiced in order 
to use them for jellies and jams as they 
are needed, undoubtedly a more regular 
supply covering a longer period is zreatly 
to be desired. Because of the endless 
growing season in Southern Celifornia it 
seems highly probable that this stabiliz- 
ing of the strawberry crop will eventually 
be brought about here. 

One of the secrets of success in grow- 
ing strawberries is watchful waiting, to- 
gether with an unstinted amoun: of indus- 
try. The tirst year brings no returns, 
while an investment of approximately 
$150 per acre is necessary to prepare the 
land, plant, irrigate and cultivate the 
young plants, which are set about 20,000 
to the acre according to present practice, 
although the earlier growers used only 
half that number. The estimate includes 
the cost of the plants themselves. 

The second year, the cost averages 
about $125 per acre. A weekly irrigation 
is necessary, followed immediately by 
cultivation. always done in the eariy part 
of the day befor» the sun becqnes too 
hot. The runners must be kept consfant- 
ly picked except where allowed to grow 
for the propagating of a new bed. Weed- 
ing, also an ever-present necessity, is 
usually accomplished (ae ic the “sucker- 
ing! at the time of picking. Picking is 
necessary every third day du ing the rush 
of the spring season, but is done at ~ iden- 
ing intervals as the crop lessens. 

The crop this second year shoul! bring 
in from $150 to $300 an acre, not infre- 
quently reaching the latter figure, which 
may be increased as the bed becomes weli 
established. The expense account re- 
mains practically the same as the second

It has long been known both to plant 
physiologists and fruit growers that winter 
pruning is invigorating, and that the more 
severe it is, the greater will be the reac 
tion and the more vigorous the growth.

pall through a large number of heads in 
good condition. 

Sprays and sprayers became close 
friends.

Jerusalem crickets and wire 
worms ate the spuds; filmy aphids chewed 
the beans: birds ewallowed the tomato 
blossoms: snails and slugs feasted on cu- 
cumber and melon vines, and as for corn, 
there were a dozen varieties of worms to 
contend with. The egg plant had fleas 
and mildew ate the peas. Scale attacked 
the peppers and rust did away with part 
of the chard. ;

In addition to this live stock, we pos- 
sess what was one of America’s finest 
German police dogs a few months back, 
but is now a French war dog. He herds 
chickens, worries the pig, carries papers 
and does so many things to be useful that 
hfs loss would be a serious one if only 
from the standpoint of service. Then 
there is a cage containing a brilliant Nor- 
wich canary and a bowl of noisy gold- 
fish. On one occasion, thinking the gold- 
fish sluggish, we introduced a few bull- 
heads, or baby catfish, in the aquarium. 
Shortly afterwards the goldfish began to 
lose their fins and tails and finally they 
gave up their lives to their cannibal 
brethren. 


Altogether, rustication has brought its 
rewards, more numerous than‘can be told 
in a dozen pages of type. Our gardens 
and our flocks have been an inspiration 
for numerous neighbors and have not only 
helped us, but have helped the community 
and the nation at large in an infinitesmal 
way toward winning’ the war. A million 
similar efforts would put the vegetable 
hucksters out of business, reduce the con- 
sumption of meats and make unnecessary 
the use of cereals in any quantity. 

To show what amateurs can do, we 
enumerate the products of the soil pro- 
duced at an outlay of only a few dollars 
for seed, water, sprays and similar things.

through the recent invasion of the corn 
ear worm and the lima bean podborer has 
passed without serious damage to the crop. 

The worms have virtually disappeared 
from the flelds of the county. Some of them 
‘have gone into the ground. Their develop 
ment was hastened by*the unusually warm 
weather of the past two weeks, and the 
comparative absence of fogs. The beans 
will be harvested before another generation 
of the worms G@evelops. Natural enemies of 
the worms, which accumulated rapidly with 
the presence of the worms, aided in clear- 
ing the fields of fhem. Chief ameng these 
enemies is the calosoma semelivae, a black 
fround bettie, usually present throughout 
the country wherever worms are found. The 
trichina fly, a natural parasite of the worm, 
which for some unknown reason Was very 
sarce early In the season, also appeared in 
greater numbers recently. 

The damage to the bean crop, except in 
a few isolated cases where the worms were 
Present in sufficient force to injure the 
vines, has been confined to the first setting 
of beans. There are three settings of 
beans fin a season, and with the worms out 
of the way, the second and third~ settings 
will be enough heavier, In most affected lo- 
calities, to make up for any loss sustained 
mm the first. This is because the vines will 
be stronger than if a larger number of 
pods had developed from the first setting. 

It is believed that there is little danger 
of a recurrence of the pest In next year’s 
crop. Moth traps, used throughout the af- 
fected fields, have destroyed millions of 
moths. The trichina fly will probably be 
wresent next year, and owing to the fact 
that there are large numbers of black bet- 
tles in the flelds this year, they, too, may 
probably be counted on to be present in 
quantity next year.

the 1000 acres devoted to this item of food 
has been piled in the fields, drying satisfac 
torily im the summer sun. The drying 
process requires about two weeks, and then 
the sound of threshers fills the 
air night and day until the last of the 
limas are in the sack. The cutting of lima 
beans will not commence until the latter 
part of August and it will be the middle of 
September before the threaling crews at- 
tack the job. From 10,000 to 12,000 acres 
in this vicinity was pianted to lima beans 
this season, and present indications are for 
a yield of approximately 100,000 sacks, the 
sajme as last year.

OPERATES FOUR 
7 HAY PRESSES. 


Truly, this is the age of “high pressure” 
farming. Typical of the methods of many 
of the modern big producers of agricultural 
products is the scene fllustrated in the ac- 
companying phovograph, furnished by 
Dixon and Griswold, Los Angeles imple 
ment dealers. This progressive firm num- 
bers among its customers many of the big 
ranch owners, who buy P. and O. imple 
ments, Ross ensilage cutters, and Sand- 
wich hay presses in “batteries.” Not one, 
but four Sandwich presses are engaged in 
baling hay on this big San Joaquin Valley 
ranch, two of them of the belt type and two 
of the motor variety. The four, operating 
simultaneously, have baled as high as 200 
tons of hay in a day. — ; 

The hay is crowded through as rapidly 
as human agency permits, and is piled in 
large stacks ready for immediate transpor- 
tation. Thig method reduces the use of 
man and horse labor to a minimum, as well 
as getting the hay concentrated for con- 
venient handling. The use of concentrated 
power in this manner has been adopted by 
many big producers as the best means of 
conserving expensive labor and increasing 
the output. Operators who use such 
methods demand large, heavy duty ma- 
chines, capable of standing the strain of 
high-speed work and continuous running. 
The limit of capacity of a Sandwich press, 
according to owners, is cdnfined only to 
the efficiency of the balercrew and the 
motive power. 

The presses also enter into an im- 
portant phase of conservation in the bal- 
ing of bean straw, now recognized as a 
feed of no little merit, and a valuable asset 
to the bean grower. This by-product only 
a few years ago was regarded as a waste.

RELATION OF PREVAILING WINDS 


TO SUCCESSFUL CITRUS CULTURE. 


By Robert W. Hodgson, Assistant Farm Adviser, tos Angeles County. 


MONG the minor factors to be consid-, 


ered in deciding the location of a cit-| ally 


rus orchard, one of considerable im- 
portance often ignored by prospective platt- 
ers, is wind prevalence. While it can hard- 
ly be said that there exists any considerable 
body of land adapted to the growing of cit- 
rus fruits which is entirely free from wind, 
still there are sometimes marked differences 
betwen localities which are only a few miles 
apart, and the character and prevalence of 
the winds bave an important bearing on a 
number of orchard operations. 


One of the most important operations af- 
fected by the winds, is the pruning of the 
trees. This is particularly important with 
the lemon. There are a number of so-called 
“natural” systems of lemon pruning which 
have for their basic principle either allowing 
the tree to grow entirely as it will, or remov- 


ing certain undesirable types of growth and 


permitting the remainder to develop natur 
. In certain sections favored by distinc- 
tive loca] climatic or soil conditions not con- 
ducive to strong, vigorous growth, these sys- 
tems work out very satisfactorily indeed 
But in regions such as the San Fernando 
Valley, these systems cannot be used suc- 
cessfully on account of the prevaieace of 
winds. In thig section the soil is rich and 
deep and the environment tends to produce 
strong, vigorous growth. Even though all 
poor types of wood be carefully excluded 
and the trees pruned so as to consist entire- 
ly of the best fruit-wood, the rate of growth 
is such that the tree is weak, with the result 
that limbs are constantly breaking down un- 
der stress of the wind. Moreover, the limbs 
grow out so long that the leverage exerted 
by the weight of the fruit on the ends is sul- 
ficient to cause breakage.

M&r. Buck advises he planted four ant 
three-fourths acres on April 9 and began dig 
ging the potatoes July 10. The stand was 
about 98 per cent. and the tract yielded ¢ 
total of 72,995 pounds, or about 730 sacke 
of a large average size. The fra 
car shipped was consigned to the canton 
ment at Corpus Christi, Tex. and was 
shipped to the soldier boys through the Cal 
ifornia Vegetable Union. While this yielé 
does not constitute a record for this séCtiog 
it is far in excess of the average, and com 
sidering the quality of the tubers, is ¢ note 
worthy achievement. It is interes te 
note the methods used by Mr. Buck te.se 
cure this yield. 

The soil, described as a heavy loam, wae 
plowed twelve inches deep earl) in the 
fall and heavily irrigated before the rains 
It was then plowed again in the spring‘ tht 
time, nine inches deep. It was 
four times, and then leveled, so that ane} 
ceptionally fine, deep seedbed resulted. The 
spuds were carefally cultivated until the 
vines grew so close together and so long 
as to make it impossible to work betweem 
the rows. The potatoes were irrigated 
once, as the blossoms were setting. 

Mr. Buck ascribes his success tO thorough 
preparation of the ground and to the selee 
tion of good seed, which he had grown the 
previous year himself. He planted the 
same ground on August 6 to Victory King 
corn, a 110-day variety, which he expec 
to harvest for ensilage.

garden too well.” 

‘I failed to watch my plants closely, 
with the result that I delayed spraying and 
washing just a tew days too long and the 
bues and worms ‘got a start."
